Mr. Haywarn’s experience affords so notable 
an exception to a general rule, that we need 
offer no excuse for calling attention to the 
geeret of his popularity. Collections of essays 
seldom find many readers. Either from want 
of enduring interest in their subjects, or from 
want of the literary style that can give a charm 
to matters of no intrinsic value, they resemble 
commonplace sermons in being a kind of 
writing for which the public has no appetite. 
Reprinted for the gratification of authors 
rather than for the edification of readers, they 
usually lie unasked for on the shelves of 
their publishers. Their sale is found in 
the larger circulating libraries, which are 
pledged to take a few copies of every new 
publication, and at the hands of the half- 
hundred amiable persons who buy them from 
motives of private friendship. It is otherwise 
with Mr. Hayward’s. Perused with satisfaction 
on their first appearance in the “ Quarterlies,” 
his essays are caught up readily on their 
reproduction in separate volumes. It is easy 
to show why Mr. Hayward is, in this respect, 
more fortunate than the majority of his com- 
petitors in the literature of “Maga.” He is 
popular because he overflows with anecdote 
and personal story. It would be unjust to 
say that he is nothing if not anecdotical. The 
interest and value of his excellent paper on 
Junius and the Franciscans are in no way 
dependent on the qualities to which his success 
in authorship is chiefly attributable ; and we 
could name other articles from his pen that 
will continue to hold attention although they 
differ from most of his performances in lacking 
the spice of anecdote. But were it not for 
their redundancy of gossip about memorable 
persons, his volumes would offer few attractions 
for ordinary readers. Relieve them of this 
element, and they would be reduced to the five 
and six chapters to which the general multitude 
of his educated admirers pay no regard. With- 
draw their ‘good stories,” and their still 
more numerous allusions to be “ good stories,” 
and the majority of the essays would be with- 
drawn. Mr. Hayward will not demurtothisstate- 
ment, for he makes no attempt to conceal the 
process, which is apparent to every one who 
examines his entertaining works. A man of 
society, who has for years passed for one of the 
best raconteurs about town, he knows his strong 
point, and relies upon it for the maintenance of 
his special reputation in the study no less 
than at the dinner-table. Alike when he 
uses his tongue and when he plies his pen, 
he is a systematic reproducer of witticisms 
and “ana.” Instead of calling attention to 
works of research, he selects those of the new 
publications which have the largest quantity 
of personal stories, 7. ¢., the greatest wealth of 
the materials capable of being worked up 
into anecdotical articles. Perhaps he cares 
for higher literature, and may, in his heart, 
prefer thinkers to gossip-mongers ; but he is 
significantly slow to open for the public good 





any book whose title fails to proclaim that 
its contents will be acceptable to the gossip- 
lovers. Rather than review a good book 
without this claim to his consideration, he 
reviews an extremely bad one, which may be 
“boiled down” into fifty pages of anecdotes 
for the Quarterly. For instance, he gives 
us something more than that quantity 
of readable gossip about Mr. O’Flanagan’s 
‘Lives of the Lord Chancellors of Ire- 
land,’ because it can be easily turned to 
account in his special line of business. As 
to his motive for giving such prominence to 
a work with no higher title to consideration 
in a leading ‘‘ Review,” Mr. Hayward is de- 
lightfully frank and communicative :—“ It has 
been wittily said that bad books make good 
reviews, as bad wine makes good vinegar.” 
Having thus opened his article, with equal 
honesty to the public and cruelty to poor Mr. 
O’Flanagan, the essayist goes on to reproduce 
the “good things” of his author's “bad 
book” in a very agreeable manner. Possibly 
some author of a “ good book” on a high sub- 
ject may have been hurt at seeing so much 
space accorded to an insignificant performance 
in the critical organ, which could not spare a 
single page for a recognition of his labours. 
But such a possibility is no question of mo- 
ment for the reviewer, whose first object is to 
produce a certain amount of readable writing 
for a magazine. It is in the unkind nature of 
things that good books should be neglected, 
when there are “bad books” at hand that 
may be turned to fun by a fabricator of “ good 
reviews.” 

The other books to which Mr. Hayward is 
indebted for stories are more deserving of 
commemoration. The article on Lanfrey’s 
‘Histoire de Napoléon 1*’—the least anec- 
dotical of the longer essays of this volume— 
is a production of no common ability. Sir 
Bernard Burke’s ‘ Vicissitudes of Families’ is 
a work so suited to the reviewer's method, 
that it is needless to commend the paper upon 
it as eminently readable. In his notes on 
M. Taine’s ‘Notes on England,’ there are 
exhibitions of the discernment and sound com- 
mon sense which the English essayist seldom 
fails to bring to the consideration of social 
questions. Mr. Carlyle probably will not see 
much to admire in the ‘ Curiosities of German 
Archives,’ which displays with telling smart- 
ness all the moral and intellectual infirntities 
of Frederick William which his historical wor- 
shipper was at especial pains to palliate or 
explain away; but even the idolators of the 
Chelsea sage will allow that Mr, Hayward is 
seen advantageously in the article on Dr. Karl 
von Weber's ‘Out of Four Centuries.’ Still 
warmer praise may be accorded to the review 
of ‘A Book of Parliamentary Anecdote, com- 
piled by G. H. Jennings and W. 8. Johnstone,’ 
—a work which afforded Mr. Hayward an 
excellent occasion for the exercise of his spe- 
cial powers, and the use of his most abundant 
kind of information. This review, by the 
way, opens with a characteristic paragraph, 
which the essayist may, perhaps, have penned 
in a spirit of self-approbation, or, at least, to 
justify his favourite literary method. 


“There is,” he says, “a comic History of Eng- 
land. Why might there not be an anecdotical 
one, in which the salient points should be placed 
in broad relief by memorable sayings and striking 
incidents—by well-chosen traits of valour, virtue, 





patriotism, eloquence, and wit? There is no 
pleasanter mode of conveying knowledge, no surer 
mode of durably impressing it. The most fugitive 
attention is caught by anecdotes ; the most volatile 
mind retains them so long as it retains anything ; 
and none but the shallowest will miss the moral 
they point, the reflections they suggest, or the 
conclusions they justify.” 

Should any publishers decide on producing 
such a history of our country, we sincerely 
hope they will retain Mr. Hayward for the 
literary execution of their enterprise. His 
stores of anecdote are inexhaustible. If he 
adds to their accumulations from nearly every 
book that he reviews, he never reviews a book 
without improving the author’s stories, and 
enhancing their effect with selections from 
his own repertories. As a skilful manipulator 
of anecdotes he is above praise. Indeed, he may 
be declared almost without rival in his special 
art, so superior is he to the best of our many 
anecdotical book-makers. He never provokes 
a charge of prolixity, the common vice of 
raconteurs who have followed their calling for 
many years. He never amplifies a story, 
though its goodness would justify him for 
resting on its merits and dallying with its 
points. Ever mindful of the Shakspearean 
adage, whilst handling the brief narratives 
which are to the whole round of human in- 
terests what proverbs are to human wisdom, 
he sharpens their wit by compressing them 
into the fewest possible words. He gives us 
paragraphs that bristle and sparkle with a 
dozen separate stories, every one of which 
gains brightness from its proximity to the 
gems whose lustre it heightens, whilst pre- 
serving its own distinctive brilliance. In other 
places he puts two or three stories into the 
incisive words of a single brief sentence ; as, 
for instance, where he calls Frederick William 
of Prussia a despot, “whose administration of 
justice resembled that of the Tartar monarch 
who caused the stomach of a wretch to be 
ripped open to see if the stolen milk was in it, 
and whose economy, financial and political, was 
that of the savage who cuts down the tree to 
get at the fruit.” So also, in his aversion 
to prolixity, he guards himself against mis- 
apprehension with a mere hint or passing 
allusion to matters that a dull phrase-spinner 
would set out fully. ‘The death of the second 
(Villiers),” he says, ‘has been immortalized by 
Pope, and the moral is little weakened by the 
assurance that instead of— 

In the worst inn’s worst room, with mat half-hung, 

The walls of plaster, and the floors of dung, 
we should read, ‘in a well-furnished apartment 
of his steward’s house.’” By thus crediting 
his readers with a little information and enough 
intelligence to profit by a hasty reminder, he 
spares his own words, and flatters their self-love. 
Again, it is to the credit of the teller as well 
as of the stories, that most of them, to use his 
own words, point morals, suggest reflections, 
or justify conclusions. Mr. Hayward is never 
more fortunate than when he lets fall a story 
in order to deepen an impression and make it 
permanent. Having reviewed Mr. Gladstone's 
oratorical achievements and characteristics with 
the sympathy of a cordial admirer, he says :— 

“The extreme subtlety of his mind, whilst 
supplying him with an inexhaustible store of 
replies and rejoinders, causes him to rely too 
much on over-refined distinctions, and on casuistical 
modes of reasoning. During Garibaldi’s visit to 
London, it was suggested that a noble and richly- 
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jointured widow, who was much about with him, 
should marry him. To the objection that he had 
a wife living, the ready answer was, ‘Oh, we must 
get Gladstone to explain her away.’” 

No one who has ever heard this pleasantry 
is likely to forget it ; and no one who holds it 
in memory can fail to remember a distinguish- 
ing characteristic of the Premier’s eloquence. 
Just if not indulgent, from sympathy, to Mr. 
Gladstone and other Liberal chiefs, Mr. Hay- 
ward, also perhaps from want of sympathy, is 
wanting in justice to the Conservative leader. 
“Mr. Disraeli,” he says, “has commonly 
spoken, since 1846, as if he was under an 
engagement to do a given amount of work for 
his party, and was not sure of their approval 
when he had completed it.” It is in a slight 
degree significant of its unfairness that Mr. 
Hayward cannot bite this judgment into the 
reader's memory with a caustic anecdote. 
Without such aid, the opinion is not likely to 
make an abiding impression on any impartial 
mind. And whilst we decline to accept all 
Mr. Hayward’s judgments, we must regard 
some of his anecdotes with suspicion. For 
instance, it is scarcely credible that even 
Napoleon the Third had the hardihood and 
meanness to “‘tell an English statesman that, 
with the exception of some military dash, the 
French were not a brave nation.” Mr. Hay- 
ward omits to give the date of this alleged 
slander against the most chivalric of peoples, 
by the man who of all men should have been 
the last to utter it. Were it circulated and 
believed in France, the story would reduce 
the small number of those who are still faith- 
ful to the Empire. 

Mr. Hayward should not have reprinted his 
two concluding chapters, ‘ The Second Armada’ 
and ‘The Purchase System.’ Their appearance 
at the close of an otherwise brilliant volume 
can only tend to create a false impressiou that 
without his anecdotes he is as inefficient as the 
proverbial trooper without his horse. Little 
ean be said for ‘The Second Armada.’ Mr. 
Hayward is angry with “a noble lord,” who, 
speaking in the House of Commons, called the 
article a piece of “feeble and melancholy 
trash.” ‘*‘ Feeble,’” cries the author, “ if you 
like, my lord ; but why ‘melancholy’?” Per- 
haps “dreary” would be a better epithet. 
But his lordship may justify himself by answer- 
ing, “ Why ’—because it was offered to the 
world as a jeu-d’esprit /” Mr. Hayward con- 
cedes the “feeble”; why, then, does he 
object to the “melancholy,”—-a term com- 
monly applied to jeux-d’esprit remarkable for 
feebleness? ‘The Purchase System,’—written 
for ‘‘ a leading journal,” but put aside by the 
“leading journal's” editor, on the scarcely pre- 
mature settlement of the question,—would 
have done well enough as a piece of journalism, 
had it been sent to Printing House Square in 
time for opportune publication ; but it is one 
of those performances that should be exhibited 
at a particular season or not at all. Soda-water 
that has been uncorked for an hour is not 
more flat and profitless than an elaborate argu- 
ment for « reform which is delivered more 
than two years after the reform has been 
effected. The disputant who has been shut 
out from a discussion does ill to assure the 
world what brave words he would have spoken 
in debate—if he had not been prevented. 











The People of India: a Series of Photographic 
Illustrations of the Races and Tribes of 
Hindistén. With Descriptive Letter-press 
by Col. Meadows Taylor, C.S.I. Edited 
by J. Forbes Watson, M.A. M.D., and Sir 
John W. Kaye, K.S.I. Vols. V. and VI. 
(Allen & Co.) 


THoucH these volumes bear the date of last 
year, they have for some reason or other been 
only recently put in circulation, and the de- 
lay in noticing them is not chargeable upon 
us. The beauty and accuracy of the photo- 
graphs will ensure for them a favourable 
acceptance everywhere; and had the same care 
been bestowed upon the Letter-press as upon 
the Illustrations, we should have had in this 
work, when completed, an invaluable authority 
to appeal to whenever information was 
required with reference to the numerous and 
interesting tribes that people our vast Asiatic 
empire. But the India Office, to save itself 
trouble, and to some extent, perhaps, from 
an unwise parsimony, has, probably in the hope 
of saving a few pounds, spoiled a great work, 
the total cost of which must have been 
very large indeed—how large we do not pro- 
fess to estimate. Obviously, the right course 
would have been for the Government to have 
directed a circular letter to the officers best 
acquainted with the various provinces of 
India, requesting them to furnish information 
as to the different tribes represented by the 
photographs. One officer for each province 
might then have been appointed to digest the 
information so acquired and prepare the 
letter-press for each photograph, such officer, 
of course, being well acquainted with the 
language, habits and history of the people he 
undertook to describe. Instead of this, it 
would seem that one or two gentlemen have 
been selected as encyclopedists, each capable 
not only of carrying a world on his shoulders, 
but representing it in the nutshell of a few 
dozen lines. The result has been egregious 
failure, the perpetuation of many old mistakes, 
and the launching of whole squadrons of new 
ones. What other result, indeed, could have 
been expected when a gentleman whose 
knowledge of the Maratha country is well 
known, is for that reason chosen to write the 
account of the Sindhi and Afghan tribes, who 
are described in these two volumes. The 
very circumstance that Col. Meadows Taylor 
knew so much of the land of Sivaji, ought to 
have suggested a doubt as to his being equally 
well qualified to describe the inhabitants of 
the land of the Talpairs. That it did not is 
proof sufficient of the carelessness with which 
this work has been brought out. 

The fifth volume is wholly taken up with 
Panjabi and Afghan tribes, and here assistance 
should have been sought from Col. H. G. 
Raverty, Mr. Bellew, Mr. Griffin, and one or 
two other gentlemen well acquainted with the 
languages of the Panjab. In every case the 
name of the tribe should have been written, 
once at least, in the native character by some 
one thoroughly conversant with the language. 
All the proper names should then have been 
written according to the correct standard, and 
this was the more imperative because attempts 
are here made to trace affinities of tribes 
through similarity of names, which have no pre- 
tension to be considered correct ; that is, after 
the names have been written with a total dis- 
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regard of system and accuracy, to the extent 
of writing the same name in two different 
ways in the space of a few lines, it is presently 
sought to establish an argument upon what 
is nothing more than the fortuitous concurrence 
of letters. Let us take a few examples of the 
way in which the most difficult of all Subjects 
the origin of race, is dealt with in this book 
The photograph No. 270 is labelled “ Kathi. 
yas, Agriculturists, Soonnee Mahomedans 
Googaira, Mooltan,” and we are told that 
“according to their own traditions they are 
descended from the Powar or Pramura 
branches of the Rajpoots.” They allege Bhi. 
kaneer (Bikanir) to be their original coun 

. . » Or, it may be, as their appellation implies, 
that they were originally natives of Kattiawar, 
who style themselves Kathies or Kathiyas,” 
Now, Elphinstone says, “resemblances of 
name, unless numerous and supported by 
circumstances, are the very lowest sort of 
evidence,” and for this very reason it would 
have been proper to mention circumstances 
which do really support this supposition so 
carelessly brought forward. The KaAthis of 
K4thiawad are a tall athletic race, like these 
K&thiyas of Multan, and, like them, were 
breeders of horses and notorious cattle-lifters, 
But, what is more, they have a tradition that 
they came from the banks of the Indus, and, 
Elliot tells us (p. 2, Beames’s edition) that 
when they arrived in Gujar4t, in the eighth 
century, they found the Ahir in possession 
of that country. It is highly probable that 
identity of race might be established; but 
why throw doubt on it by making all turn on 
similarity of name, and, having made this 
the hinge, dislocate it by dropping the A in 
Kattiawar and perversely doubling the ¢? 
Why, too, omit all mention of the Réjpit 
tribe of Katheya, in Shahjahénpur and other 
places, who, Mr. Beames tells us, Vol. I, 
p- 311, came from Jalandar, in the Panjab. 
It would have been interesting to trace trives 
so widely spread to one common stock. In 
the preceding account, No. 269, we have 
Kharal on the label, and Kurral in the text 
—whether of the two is right? If we look 
back to No. 243 we shall find that the Kurrals 
are an Afghan frontier tribe, and, returning to 
No. 269, we learn that the Afghéns have a 
Semitic physiognomy, while the Kharals 
preserve a strong Aryan cast of features, yet 
here the names are jumbled in a way which 
is quite inexcusable. No. 273 exhibits the 
Kumbos, who are spoken of as a Hindé tribe, 
“and, from their light colour, of Aryan 
descent.” But, if the writer would have taken 
the trouble to turn to Mr. Beames’s work, 
Vol. I. p. 305, he would have found a very 
good account of the Kambohs, who, no doubt, 
came from K4bul. In short, so far from the 
compilers obtaining fresh and valuable informa- 
tion, it really seems that no attempt has been 
made to utilize that we already possess. 

Let us now turn for a moment to a more 
important matter as regards ourselves, and 
that is a statement at No. 265, that when the 
Amir Shir Ali visited Lord Mayo in 1869 
“an allowance or subsidy of 120,000/. a year 
was settled upon him.” Is this really so? 
We doubt very much whether the Government 
of India would endorse that assertion. Sir R. 
Temple, in 1870, speaks of a sum of 152,270/ 
omitted from the estimates, which was 
expended in payments of presents to the Amfr 
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of Kabul, and we are quite aware that other 
large sums have been since given, but that 
a regular subsidy of 120,000/. a year has been 
settled on the Afghan prince we greatly doubt. 
If it be so, it is high time that Parliament 
took up the matter. In the next page we are 
told that “in the beginning of the sixteenth 
century the Dooranee (Durani) empire was a 
formidable and widely extended power. Its 
nominal capital was Sarmacand.” Now passing 
over the typographical error in “ Sarmacand,” 
and some others which are sprinkled about, 
we cannot think it anything but an ana- 
chronism to talk of the Duranfs in the beginning 
of the sixteenth century, when Malcolm, Vol. I. 
p. 599, expressly says that Ahmad Shéh was 
the first giver of the name to his own tribe of 
Abdalis. It has been said that these people 
wore pearls, durdnx in their ears, whence the 


. name, but it is more likely it came from 


Ahmad Shéh’s motto, Diér i daurdn, “ Pearl 
of the age or ages.” 

We turn now for a moment to Volume VI. 
But before doing so we must notice some 
frightful misprints in Vol. V. Such, for example, 
are Khoud Kabul for Khurd Kabul, “ Afghan 
dynasties commonly called the Stavelings,” 
and Soleeman, Sooliman and Soolleman, which 
cannot all be right. What shall we say, too, of 
such sentences as the following :—‘* Compara- 
tively few of them cultivate land, the majority, 
and they are comparatively small in number, pre- 
fer living in jungles. Some of the clan are com- 
paratively wealthy.” These comparisons are 
strikingly odious, when you are left in utter 
darkness as to the parties with whom the 
comparison is made. ‘ Comparatively few 
cultivate land”—very good, we understand 
that. Some, compared with the rest, cultivate, 
but do not turn the tables on us, and, before 
we can take breath, add “ the majority, and they 
are comparatively small in number.” That 
puzzles us; that we really cannot accept. 
What, the majority comparatively small in 
number when compared with the minority, 
and that minority comparatively few! If the 
leader of the Opposition could only succeed in 
impressing this truth on Parliament, what a 
great party move it would be. The next 
comparison is easier, “Some of the clan are 
comparatively wealthy.” That means some are 
richer than others; which is probable enough, 
but hardly so uncommon as to be worth 
mentioning. 

Volume VI. is entirely devoted to the races 
of Sindh, and contains very copious quota- 
tions from the writings of Capt. Burton, who 
is admitted to be an authority as regards 
Lower Sindh, but who did not, we believe, 
visit the province till after the conquest, and 
who, so far as we know, had no opportunity of 
seeing the hill chiefs, such as Bibarak Bugti, 
Bijér Khén and Mundu Khan Dumki, and 
was not acquainted with the Amirs while they 
reigned. But, at all events, outside the ex- 
tracts from his ‘ History of Sindh,’ we feel at 
once that the ground is no longer firm. The 
story of the Amirs, as here told, is not to be 
depended upon, because it is not told by one 
who knows what actually took place, and it is 
dull when it might have been enlivened with 
anecdotes. For instance, No. 306 is the 
photograph of Y4ri Khosa (not Yuroo, as 
it is here absurdly written), a man too well 
known to those who served in Upper Sindh 
during the K&bul expedition to be passed 








over, while a long story is told about the 
Khosas of the Panjab, with whom personally 
he had nothing to do. Yara must have 
shrunk 2 inches if he is only 5 feet 10 inches 
now, and in his younger days he had the 
strength of a bear, for he has been known to 
disable a man with his hug. This strength was 
nearly proving a fatal snare to Y4rié in April, 
1840, when he was sent as guide to a party of 
cavalry ordered to pursue the Kalpar Bugtis. 
Yara, according to Bilich practice, never 
drank water between sunrise and sunset, and 
as he had no idea what the word “tired” 
meant, he rode on and on in the burning sun 
until men began to drop from their horses, and 
a wild cry was raised for water. Water was 
not to be had in that dreadful desert, and when 
at length a filthy brackish pool was reached it 
was almost too late. Then arose the thought 
of treachery, and when the party returned 
from that pool, for they went no further, Yara 
was brought in a prisoner, and, had there been 
no one to interpret, would, perhaps, have 
been shot or hanged. But the wondering 
astonishment with which, when asked why he 
rode on so long where there was. no water, 
he replied “ Rode on, I thought they liked it!” 
showed plainly enough that the thought of a 
horseman being knocked up with a day’s ride 
in the desert could not by any means find its 
way into the brain of a wild Bilich. Y4rd, 
though a Khosa, was, in fact, looked upon 
by the wildest robbers of hill or plain as one 
of themselves. 

As an instance of the carelessness with 
which this book has been edited, we may 
point out that after No. 308, a table is given 
of the Biluch tribes and their fighting force, 
which is put down at 29,033, in apparent 
ignorance that it has been given before at 
298, with some absurd discrepancies. Thus, 
in the first table, the Rinds are said to be, and 
with truth, one of the most ancient if not 
the most ancient and pure Biltich tribe in 
Sindh, and the photograph, we are told, is 
that of a fine specimen of the warlike men 
who fought at Miéni; and then in the 
second version the Rinds are said to be 
“of no great account, and have neither the 
position, organization, er military bearing of 
the principal tribes!” The figures of the 
tables, too, do not agree, and the same name 
is spelled differently, as Khosa in one and 
Kosa in the other; and this is a work published 
by the Indian Government, which has just 
enjoined its officers to be careful of their 
spelling. We wonder who invented the word 
Beloch ; whoever it was can never have heard 
it pronounced by a native. But it is really 
too tiresome to wade in this sea of blunders. 
Under 301, we are told that Turk Ali Jakrani 
is settled at Jéniderah ; and in another place, 
No. 329, he is said to have died in 1854, at 
the age of 104, but in this case he is called 
Tonk Alf, a name which we will venture to 
say was never borne by any human being. 
The age of the said renowned chief is grossly 
exaggerated. It is just possibie that Turk 
Ali may have been seventy in 1840, and 
eighty-four when he died, but he probably 
did not know his own age any more than 
Bibarak Bugti, who, on being asked how old 
he was, coolly answered 140. 

The sketch of our dealings with the Amirs 
is in a high degree misleading. It is not the 
fact that ‘‘ undisguised hostility and contempt 








were shown to the Amirs by their own 
subjects.” As to their being disunited in 
family affairs, where would another family of 
four brothers be found to carry on a Govern- 
ment with equal power without twenty times 
the disunion that occasionally appeared among 
the Amirs? The Government of the Talpirs, 
all things considered, was a miracle of family 
concord, with one solitary exception, an excep- 
tion fostered, if not bred, by ourselves. It is 
said that “ Ali Morad had been a traitor to 
his family,” and that “ proofs of his forgeries 
caused a portion of his territory to be resumed.” 
If that be so, why was his evidence against 
that fine old prince, Mir Rustam, accepted? 
The truth is that Outram himself was not a 
competent judge as to the faith or treachery 
of the Amirs, for he knew nothing of the 
language, and was himself but a new comer. 
As to Sir C. Napier, it was absolutely impos- 
sible for him to know anything about the 
Amirs, except at second hand. In such 
matters, if the Government mean conquest, by 
all means let them employ a general, but if 
they are anxious to save life, do justice, and 
preserve allies, let them go elsewhere. 








THREE WELSH COUNTIES. 

Kalendars of Gwynedd. By Edward Breese ; 

with Notes by W. W. E. Wynne. (Hotten.) 
Tas well-printed and carefully-edited com- 
pilation, with a somewhat obscure title, 
is a collection of lists of Lord-Lieutenants, 
Sheriffs, Knights of the Shire, &c., for the 
three counties of Anglesey, Carnarvon and 
Merioneth. A large portion of the contents had 
been long before the public in various publica- 
tions, but Mr. Breese has laboriously amplified 
the lists by filling up /acune, and carrying 
three or four of them back from the reign of 
Henry the Eighth, where they usually begin, 
to the time of the Conquest of Wales, by 
Edward the First, A.p. 1284. He has searched 
in the British Museum, the Record Office, the 
Peniarth and other private collections, and has 
by labour, apparently disproportionate to the 
value of the result, unearthed many names and 
dates which had been long forgotten, and 
whose discovery at present is chiefly of use as 
satisfying an antiquarian craving after a know- 
ledge of the past, and as illustrating, in some 
few instances, the venerable ancestry of families 
still surviving. This is labour which none but 
a born antiquary would encounter. 

The application of the ancient name Gwy- 
nedd (Venedotia) to the three “‘old counties” 
of Anglesey, Carnarvon and Merioneth can 
scarcely be deemed correct, for the term with 
the pre-Edwardian Cymry was of loose and 
indeterminate usage, marking a territory 
subject to frequent fluctuation of boundary, 
and never meaning strictly the part of North 
Wales now included in the three counties 
mentioned. It was generally applied to the 
whole of the northern district not belonging 
to the two Powysian provinces, and took in 
the greater part of the present Denbighshire, 
and, after the erection of Offa’s Dyke, Flint- 
shire as far as that boundary. Nennius (eighth 
century) makes Gwynedd synonymous with 
Venedotia. Owen Gwynedd, so-called as 


prince of the region, claimed to govern, as a 
regulus, the whole of North Wales, including 
the “‘ Four Cantrevs,” and the greater part of 
Flintshire. 


Hence he challenged Henry the 
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Second to enter that territory, and routed the 


English at the wood of Ewloe. 

The brief Introductions prefixed to the 
lists are written with intelligence, that to 
Merionethshire being the most full and 
satisfactory. Correct views are adopted upon 
the ancient territorial divisions, designated 
“¢Cantrevs” and “ Commotes”; but the author’s 
faith in Welsh traditionary lore becomes 
extravagant when he believes that these 
divisions have existed since the time of 
Dyfnwal Moelmud, a mythic king of the 
fourth century B.c. 

Since the plan was adopted of supplying 
lists of mere names with illustrative notes, 
it is a matter of regret that it has not 
been turned to better account. Biographical 
sketches of some of the chief personages tabu- 
lated, with notices of contemporary events 
and persons, would have relieved the dryness 
of mere lists, and added to the value of 
the work. Mr. Wynne’s notes are pithy and 
always to the point, but occasionally trivial, 
and much concerned with the Wynue family 
and its connexions. The work is deficient in 
information about the transmission of estates, 
the rise and fall of great houses, and anti- 
quarian notices of old mansions, The colossal 
oak and yew, barrows of rubbish, and lichen- 
grown remains of walls, mark many a spot 
where a sheriff or knight of the shire once 
dwelt, and it were well if we were told some- 
thing about the decadence of family and 
mansion, and the passing of the acres to other 
owners. Nor is there any attempt at depicting 
the state of society in the various periods, and 
the change, especially, which the Edwardian 
Conquest introduced into the manners, customs, 
and spirit of the Welsh. Under the reign of 
Henry the Eighth, indeed, just a glimpse is 
given us at the. state of the population. It 
seems that at that time great part of North 
Wales and the Marches was mere forest land. 
Here the inhabitants ranged at will and com- 
mitted depredations. Henry determined to 
bring these tracts under his own authority. 
In the Act of Union, 27th Henry the Eighth, 
the King, “out of his singular zeal, love and 
favour towards his subjects of his said domi- 
nion of Wales,” declares, among other things, 
that the liberties they take with the forest 
lands must be promptly brought to an end. 
Fire-wood and game must no longer be coveted. 
Foresters, &c., were appointed to watch. 

“And if any person or persons not having a 
token or tokens, and not being a yearly tributor 
or cheuser, as aforesaid, should happen to be 
taken, found, or espied by any of the said foresters, 
rulers, walkers, or farmers, &c., by the space of 
twenty-four foot out of the highway, then he or they, 
so being taken, to forfeit and lose unto the said 
foresters all such money and gold as should then 
be found upon him or them, and also to forfeit and 
lose a joint of his or their hands, else to make fine 
therefor with the said foresters at the will and 
pleasure of the said foresters.” 

Exploded views of certain points in English 
history are still entertained by Mr. Breese, 
ex. gr., in distributing his lists according to 
the years of the various sovereigns, he mars 
the continuity and tacitly violates historic 
truth by always omitting the name of Crom- 
well, and commits the absurd blunder of 
linking Charles the Second and the Common- 
wealth as conjointly holding power. This is 
done not in one list, but in all, and, therefore, 


clearly by design. Views may differ respecting 





the character of Cromwell, but no one can 
doubt that he, and not Charles the Second, 
was ruler in England in the years 1653-1658. 
We often observe a tendency in men of 
stronger opinions than minds to recast Eng- 
lish history in their own moulds, and are 
sorry to see indications that the compiler of 
this work is in danger of being of that 
fraternity. 

As to the relative dignity in the county 
of the Lord-Lieutenant and Sheriff, the 
compiler seems inclined to give the higher 
status to the former; but the fact is, that each 
was first man in his county in his own sphere : 
the Lord-Lieutenant presiding over the mili- 
tary arrangements of his district, while the 
Sheriff was supreme as the executive of the 
law. But, since the Army Regulation Act 
of 1871, which vested in the Crown all mili- 
tary appointments, the position of the Lord- 
Lieutenant has been materially affected, while 
the functions of the Sheriff remain as before. 
By the way, Mr. Breese’s derivation of the 
word sheriff ‘from the Saxon ‘shire’ and 
‘reeve,’” is scarcely correct, there being no 
words of such precise form in the Saxon lan- 
guage. He should have said, ‘from ‘scir,’ 
shire, and ‘gerefa,’ a governor or steward.” 
The book is furnished with a good index, as 
all works worth perusal should be. 





History of the Royal Regiment of Artillery. 
Compiled from the Original Records, by 
Capt. Francis Duncan. 2 vols. (Murray.) 

Tae military historian could find no better 

theme than that which Capt. Duncan has 

chosen. Wherever British troops have shed 
their blood, there has some portion of that 
famous regiment, the Royal Artillery, been 
present. It certainly enjoys some adven- 
titious advantages in the matter of glory, for 
the corps is numerous and infinitesimally sub- 
divided. In fact, it is an army furnishing 

a contingent to every British force, rather than 

a regiment, properly so called; and it is not 

fair, therefore, to compare the exploits of the 

Artillery, as a whole, with those of any one 

ordinary regiment. Rather the comparison 

should be with a hundred regiments of cavalry 
or infantry. Notwithstanding, however, these 
necessary reductions, it must be admitted that 
the Artillery has nobly sustained the credit of 
the country, and that a record of its achieve- 
ments cannot fail of furnishing interesting 
and instructive reading to every soldier, what- 
ever branch of the service he may belong to. 
Only two volumes of Capt. Duncan’s book 
have yet been given to the world, one 
volume having been published about a year 
ago, and the other having only just made 
its appearance. The author has profited by 
this plan of publication by instalments, and 
with commendable modesty and frankness 
has avoided, in the second, many of the 
faults which he committed in the first volume. 
The latter was rather overlaid with dry 
details respecting individual batteries, of little 
interest to the public at large. It con- 
tained also many passages touching on poli- 
tical matters, and attempts at fine writing 
out of place in a work of this sort. Moreover, 
the author allowed his justifiable pride in the 
deeds of his own corps to lead him into undue 
exaltation of its merits, to the disadvantage of 
the rest of the army. Indeed, he seemed to 





be never tired of calling on the world to admit 
that there never were such fine fellows as the 
officers and men of the Royal Artillery, com. 
pared with whom infantry and cavalry were 
but auxiliaries. This mode of dealing with 
his subject was in bad taste, and, in his second 
volume, he has adopted a much more modest 
style, allowing, as he well might have done 
from the first, the deeds of his corps to speak 
for themselves. 

The first volume is devoted to the history of 
the Artillery from its first formation till the 
Peace of Versailles, in 1783 ; while the second 
volume deals with the period which is com. 
prised between the latter year and 1816. To 
attempt to follow the author through the whole 
of two thick volumes would be vain. We 
must, therefore, content ourselves with a 
cursory review of his exhaustive account of 
the eventful career of the regiment. 

The origin and early history of artillery are 
interesting. It seems that the first mention 
of Artillery with an English army occurs 
in the accounts of Edward the Second’s wars 
with the Scotch, while the first Master-General 
of the Ordnance was appointed June 2, 1483, 
For many years, only a small permanent 
establishment of artillery-men was kept up, 
additional men being engaged for the dura- 
tion of the campaign, and the horses and 
drivers for the field-train being either hired 
or pressed for the occasion. ‘The Tower of 
London was for a long time the head-quarters 
of the Ordnance, and there were kept the 
fee’d gunners—numbering, in Edward the 
Sixth’s reign, a master-gunner and 58 gun- 
ners, who formed the nucleus of the Artil- 
lery, and may be considered the germ of the 
regiment. Besides these, there were a few 
gunners in charge of the artillery and stores 
at the different garrisons. Many of the gun- 
ners, both at the Tower and elsewhere, were 
aged and unskilful men—little careful, at the 
Tower, at all events, to give punctual attend- 
ance. But slight improvement took place in 
the Artillery till William the Third mounted 
the throne. That prince, being almost con- 
stantly engaged in war, became convinced of 
the necessity of improving the ordnance ar- 
rangements; and the experience gained in 
his campaigns, and the introduction of foreign 
artilleryists, did much for the British Artillery. 
Horses at this time were bought, not hired, for 
the trains, and the men who drove them began 
to be clothed in a regular uniform. In 1697 a 
regular regiment of Artillery was formed, but 
was broken up within a year. On the acces- 
sion of Queen Anne, the Duke of Marlborough 
was appointed Master-General of the Ordnance, 
“and, until the day of his death, he evinced 
the warmest and most intelligent interest in 
everything connected with the Artillery ser- 
vice.” For the campaign of 1702, the train 
deemed sufficient consisted of 4 howitzers, 14 
sakers, —5-pounders,—and 16 3-pounder guns. 
Four guns were, however, subsequently added. 
The artillerymen attached to the train consisted 
of two companies of gunners, one company of 
pioneers, one company of pontoon-men, and a 
number of artificers. ‘‘ Each company consisted 
of a captain, a lieutenant, a gentleman of the 
ordnance, six non-commissioned officers, twenty- 
five gunners, and an equal number of ma- 
trosses.” The reader will notice two facts in 
connexion with this organization—one, that 
the engineers were originally merely a portion 
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of of the Artillery force ; the other, the very small 
proportion of gunners to guns. The same 
yaucity of gunners was to be found in garrisons ; 
and when Gibraltar was first taken, it was 
considered that a chief-engineer, a store-keeper 
and his clerk, two fire-workers—a rank sub- 
ordinate to that of lieutenant—six bombardiers, 
and forty-five gunners, were a sufficiently strong 
ordnance contingent. To-day the Artillery 
and Engineers present and effective in the 
garrison number upwards of 1,000. But we 
must hurry on to the birth of the regiment, 
which took place on May 26, 1716. The new 
corps at first only consisted of two companies, 
increased in 1727 to four. A colonel had been 
appointed in 1722, and, five years later, a 
lieutenant-colonel, a major, an adjutant, a 
quarter-master, und a_bridge-master, were 
added. Each ‘comp any consisted of a captain, 
acaptain-lieutenant, a first-lieutenant, 2 second- 
lieutenants, 4 fire-workers, 3 sergeants, 3 cor- 
12 bombardiers, 25 gunners, 5 cadet- 
gunners, 43 matrosses, 5 cadet-matrosses, and 
2 drummers. The matrosses were simply less 
highly-skilled gunners, and the cadets were 
young gentlemen who eventually obtained 
commissions as fire-workers, In 1755 a com- 
pany of Irish Artillery was raised, and in 
1760 received the designation of “ Regiment 
of Royal Irish Artillery.” This corps did good 
service, and mainta ined its loyalty unblem- 
ished during all the different risings which 
marked the close of the eighteenth century. 
“a the Union it was ine orporated with the 
Royal Artillery. When the Seven Years’ War 
began, in 1756, the Regiment of Artillery con- 
tained 18 companies, and, before the Peace, 
had increased to 30 
Till the Seven Years’ War, the Royal Artil- 
lery can hardly be said to have taken a promi- 
nent part in either siege or general action, if 
we except Culloden, to the winning of which 
battle it largely contributed ; but so sullied 
was that day by the cruelties of the butcher 
Cumberland, that we care not to dwell upon 
it, Louisbourg is a name which may be re- 
nembered with unalloyed satisfaction, and the 
same may be said of Minden and the conquest 
of Canada. At Minden the British had present 
40 guns, of which 12 werelight sixes, distributed 
among the six battalions of infantry. On this 
occasion the advantage of even a slight massing 
of artillery was very conspicuous. Capt. Mac- 
bean, with ten medium twelve-pounders, suc- 
ceeded in overcoming a French battery of twelve 
guns, two of his own being, however, disabled 
in the duel. He subsequently completed the 
rout of the French cavalry, and assisted the 
British infantry in repulsing the attack of the 
Saxon troops. As a mark of his satisfaction 
with the conduct of the Artillery, Prince Ferdi- 
uand directed gratuities to be given to the four 
senior captains of the corps present in the 
action, In the history of the Seven Years’ 
War occurs a mention of a very curious 
custom, which lasted till 1809. It was, it 
seems, a privilege of the Artillery that the com- 
mandant of that portion of the corps which 
was present at a successful siege should receive 
as his perquisite either the church-bells of the 
town or a sum of money as a ransom for them. 
In 1809, however, the Mayor of Flushing 
resisted the claim, and appealed to the British 
Government, which decided in his favour, 
asserting that the demand was not in con- 
formity with the prince and usages of 
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modern warfare. [rom the peace of 1763 till 
1775 little in the history of the Royal Artillery 
of interest save to military antiquaries oc- 
curred. We learn that the dress for a parade 
under arms was as follows :—“The men in 
white breeches, white stockings, black half 
spatterdashes, and their hair clubbed; the 
officers in plain frocks, half spatterdashes, and 
queues, with white cotton or thread stockings 
under their spatterdashes, and gold button or 
loop on their plain hats.” The customs of 
the army were as curious as the dress. A 
captain-lieutenant—Rogers by name—being 
placed on half-pay, ‘“ the lieutenant, second- 
lieutenant, and lieutenant fire-worker, who got 
promotion, were made to remain on their old 
rate of pay,” the difference being applied to 
the payment of Capt. Rogers. After some 
years’ remonstrance on the part of the officers 
thus mulcted, it was directed that a vacany of 
one second-lieutenant should be kept open in 
one of the invalid companies, the pay being 
employed towards Capt. Rogers’s_half-pay. 
The system of non-effectives, of which we 
have a relic now in the non-effective allowance 
paid to the lieutenant-colonel and senior major 
of infantry battalions, was carried to a great 
extent in the last century. Capt. Duncan, 
speaking of 1772, says :— 

“There were thirty-two marching companies in 
the regiment, and eight of invalids. On the muster 
roll of each company, 2 dummy, so to speak, was 
borne, whose pay went to the widows’ fund ; 
another per company, for what was called the non- 
effective fund ; and a third, whose pay went to re- 
munerate the fifer. 
mies were borne, whose pay went to swell General 
Belford’s income, in the form of command pay ; 
and nine were utilized for the band.” 





The Royal Artillery may well point with | 


pride to the heroic achievements of their corps 
at the memorable siege of Gibraltar. The 
number of artillery-men present was 25 officers 
and 460 non-commissioned officers and men, 
who eventually had to serve no fewer than 
550 guns, mortars, and howitzers. As a rule, 
only the land batteries were in action ; but 
when the fleet ‘‘ commenced annoying the gar- 
rison, the batteries towards the sea had also to 
be manned, and the duty became so severe, 
that at times the fire had to be slackened 
literally to allow the men to snatch a few 
hours’ sleep.” It may easily be imagined that 
the loss of the Artillery was severe. It 
amounted to 196, of whom 31 were killed, or 
died of their wounds, and 36 died of sickness. 
Passing over the American War, in which, 
however, as usual, the Artillery nobly dis- 
tinguished themselves, we come to the long 
series of campaigns which followed the French 
Revolution, and the record of which is given 
in the second volume. The commencement 
of 1793 was signalized by the formation 
of two troops of Horse Artillery. It was full 
time. Prussia had adopted Horse Artillery in 
1759, and in 1792 it had been introduced into 
the French and Swedish armies. At first only 
four guns were given by us to a troop, but in 
the course of a few months the number was 
raised to six, and shortly after to eight. In 
1804 the number was reduced to six. After 
Waterloo, the troops on home service were only 
allowed four guns. In 18]9 two more guns 
were taken away. In 1828 the troops in 
Ireland were again brought up to a strength 
of four guns, and in 1848 all the troops were 
allowed four guns. In 1852

guns was fixed at six. Can there be a stronger 
illustration of the utter want of system and 
fixed principles in the military administration 
of this country? We have shown how much 
behind Prussia—then, as now, the country 
which in most military matters we slavishly 
imitated—we were in the matter of Horse 
Artillery ; but that fact ceases to excite surprise 
when we learn that, as regards mobility, the 
Field Artillery had hardly made any progress 
for a century. Capt. Duncan quotes from 
Hime the following passage on the subject :— 

“In 1798 the Commandant of Woolwich in- 
spected some guns manned by gunners of the 
eighth battalion Royal Artillery. The guns were 
each drawn by three horses in sin gle file, which 
were driven by contract drivers on foot, hired for 
the occasion, dressed in white smocks with blue 
collars and cuffs, and armed with long carters’ 
whips of the ordinary farm pattern. When 
this formidable array had been reviewed, the Com- 
mandant, General Lloyd, and the garrison adju- 
tant expressed their joint opinion that Field- 
Artillery movements could not be performed 
quicker.” 

A remarkable feature in the first expedition 
to Flanders was the extent to which the system 
of battalion guns was carried. 

“ Occasionally... the guns were brigaded. .. but, 
as a rule, the guns were attached in pairs to the 
different battalions. Only one waggon accom- 
panied each pair of guns, and the following was 
the strength of the Artillery detachment, viz. 
1 subaltern, 2 non-commissioned officers, 8 gun- 
ners, 3 drivers, and 9 horses.” 

We need scarcely touch on the achieve- 
toyal Artillery in the different 
campaigns which followed the declaration of 
war against France, for they are fully men- 
tioned in books of general military history. 
We are bound, however, to refer to the deeds 
of the regiment at Waterloo, for it was the 
Atheneum which, on the appearance of a 
volume of “Supplementary Letters and De- 
spatches of the Duke of Wellington,” foretold 
that the depreciatory remarks on the conduct 
of the corps at Waterloo would create a great 
sensation. To judge from the heat with which 
Capt. Duncan writes, the sensation among his 
brother officers has, indeed, been great. In 
refuting what he considers a calumny, Capt. 
Duncan has not always shown due respect to 
the memory of the greatest soldier ever pro- 
duced by England; but allowances must be 
made for esprit de corps, and feelings smarting 
under a conviction of injustice. The field 
officers of Artillery present at Waterloo had 
applied for pensions similar to those granted 
after Vittoria. The Duke, in a private letter 
to Lord Mulgrave, the Master-General of the 
Ordnance, observes, “To tell you the treth, 
I was not very well pleased with the Artillery 
in the battle of Waterloo,”—and then goes on 
to accuse them of failure of duty in the fol- 
lowing instances:—They were ordered not to 
fire at artillery; it was difficult to restrain 
them from doing so. When the French 
cavalry charged, they did not take shelter in 
the nearest squares, but “ran off the field 
entirely, taking with them limbers, ammunition, 
and everything.” Consequently, when the 
French horsemen fell back, there were no 
artillery-men to fire the guns at them; “and, in 
point of fact, I should have had no artillery 
during the whole of the latter part of the 
action, if I had not kept a reserve in the 
commencement.” Yet a few lines farther on 
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behaved most gallantly.” Capt. Duncan argues 
that the alleged misconduct of the Artillery | 
remark, | 


was inconsistent with the above 
and with that passage in the Duke's despatch 
in which he says, “The artillery and engineer 
departments were conducted much to my 
satisfaction by Col. Sir George Wood and Col. 
Smyth.” As to the reserve which the Duke 
asserts that he providentially kept in hand, 
Capt. Duncan proves, from Sir Augustus 
Frazer’s letters, that it had been in action 
from the very first. He also brings forward 
the verbal statement of Sir John Bloomfield— 
still living—that the order not to engage with 
artillery was carried by him to the different 
commanders of batteries, and was, with one 
exception, rigidly obeyed by all of them. 
John also testifies to the fact that the alleged 
running off the field, instead of taking refuge 
in the squares, when the French cavalry 
charged, never took place, and that the limbers 
proceeded no farther than close to the rear of 
the squares. Only once or twice was there a 
delay of a few moments in opening fire on the 
retreating horsemen, owing to unavoidable 
delay in bringing up shot from the limbers. 
The Duke says the misconduct of the artillery 
was known to many, yet Sir John, who lived 
for three years with the head-quarter staff in 
Paris, never heard even an insinuation on the 
subject. Finally, the Duke observed that the 
field-officers of Artillery “know the reason I 
have not to recommend them for a 
To this Capt. Duncan retorts by giving a long 
list of Artillery officers to whom were given 
the Bath, other decorations, and brevet promo- 
tion for Waterloo. We have been obliged to touch 
briefly on this controversy, but we are bound 
to say that in our opinion Capt. Duncan has 
the better of it. In conclusion, we may observe 
that this accusation and refutation furnish a 
remarkable and very strong proof of the extreme 
difficulty which the military historian en- 
counters when he seeks to describe in detail 
the events even of battles the most famous, 
the best known, and the most frequently 
written about.

We hardly expected at this time of day to 
find that Mr. Harrison Ainsworth had still

“The Heir of Reddesmont’ appears, however, 
to belong to his school, and, to judge from 
internal evidence, to be also a beginner in the 
business ; so that we may look for the appear- 
ance of the old baronial hall, and the mys- 
terious stranger, at some time to come, as 
well as for more of the beautiful language 
which, everybody knows, all the characters of 
the master we have named invariably use. 
There is a good deal of it in the present 
book: let the following dialogue between an 
old woman who sells herbs and one of the 
mysterious strangers serve as a specimen :—

““* Well, good Mrs. Tottle,’ he began, ‘I have 
come— But Mattie quickly interrupted him.

I see now how wise I was in 
thinking that it often brings but little happiness.

We must admire the rapidity of diagnosis 
displayed by this old lady, no less than the 
elegance of her style, and long to know where 
such a practitioner could be found. Only 
unluckily the patient forgot to take his herbs 
with him; indeed, when was a mysterious 
stranger known to call on an old woman 
without some intention far deeper and more 
nefarious than that of buying herbs? But 
with all these elements of a romantic and 
thrilling tale—to say nothing of six Jesuits 
who settle in the country town where the 
story lies, and who are called also monks and 
friars, and wear apparently in the heart of 
England, and in defiance of all custom, if not 
law, the dress of French abbés—in spite of 
all these excellent ‘ properties,” the story is 
terribly dull. We make out at the end of the 
book that one of the Jesuits is the long-lost 
heir, though he might as well, for all that we 
can see, have said so at once, and saved author 
and reader a good deal of trouble. Possibly 
our timely warning may save others from it. 
We ought in justice to add, by the way, that 
the story is as decent as it is dull. 

Little Star, as Miss Estella Geraldine 
Hazelgray is more conveniently named by her 
numerous relations, is placed ‘between two 
fires” of jealousy and hatred by the remarkable 
circumstances of her birth. Her father was a 
yeoman, her mother a lady ; and her mother’s 
uncle, an officer in the army, shot her father’s 
brother, a mutinous private in the same, 
under the pressure of circumstances which 
sufficed to render the slaughter an act of justifi- 
able homicide. Not unnaturally, perhaps, the 
relations of the deceased Hazelgray took a 
widely different view of the matter, and the 
wrath of old Stephen Hazelgray is by no 
means mitigated by the elopement of his 
second son with a daughter of the race which 
he detests. The Dainesforths are as proud 
as the Hazelgrays are vindictive, and poor 
Star’s life, which is passed alternately between 
them, her parents having left her early an 
orphan, is far from one of tranquil happiness. 
She is, however, a general favourite, and her 
worst trial is for some time that of hearing 
her friends denounced by her grandfather and 
his gloomy household. At last, however, a 
more tragic trouble results from the long 
smouldering jealousy between the houses. 
Stafford Dainesforth, the colonel’s son, is 
about to marry his cousin, Miss Ashburnham. 
Just before the marriage, he receives a mes- 
sage from a woman to whom he was formerly 
married in America, and whom he supposes to 
have long been dead. Star, the unlucky bearer 
of this communication, is intercepted by her 
grandfather, who uses his knowledge to the 





most cruel purpose. An interview takes place 
between Stafford and the soz-disant Mrs. Steele 
shortly after which the woman is found mur. 
dered. On the evidence of Hazelgray ang 
Steele (the latter the woman’s second husband 
and real murderer), Stafford is found guilty of 
the crime. He is, however, for no reason ob. 
vious to anyone but a novelist, recommended to 
mercy, which just gives time for the revengefyl 
old farmer, who is opportunely crushed in 
railway accident, to confess the plot against 
him and establish his innocence. This happy 
consummation, however, is not effected unti] 
poor Star, the most inoffensive and gentle little 
girl in the world, is laid on the sick-bed which 
witnesses her edifying death. Cut off in her 
youth, before she has even had a lover, in con. 
sequence of circumstances with which she hag 
no visible concern, she is a monument of the 
unkindness of the author of her fictitious being, 
The story is not badly told, but very pitiful 
and absolutely unlikely, and is not marked by 
anything particularly excellent either in style 
or delineation of character. 

Mr. Wedmore’s is a carefully-written novel 
of character, contrasting the two heroines of one 
love tale, an English lady and a French actress, 
Welvertree, the hero, is a young man of the 
usual London type, the product of Marl- 
borough and Oxford, fairly cultivated and 
refined, and honourable in his feelings, but 
without much definite principle either in 
theory or practice. He is no coarse sensa- 
tionalist—such a one the author also describes, 
a nouveau riche from Manchester, sated with 
the Nile and the Prairies, London and Paris, 
and yearning after matrimony as the recog- 
nized mode of letting himself down ; but one 
who shows his moral vigour and something of 
intellectual self-reliance, in seeking the experi- 
ences of travel in so quiet a field as a remote 
country town in Artois. Here he meets two 
English residents, Beddingly Aucott and his 
daughter Cicely. There is much skill in the 
way in which our author enlists our sympa- 
thies with Aucott. An invalid and rather 
effeminate old man, who has wasted his prime 
on amateur music and collections of old china, 
and is living in somewhat selfish seclusion 
during the autumn of his days, without hope 
or belief or enthusiasm, he presents, one would 
say, no single attractive feature. But in the 
trials of his past life, among them one of the 
bitterest that can afflict a man of sensibility, 
and in the present absorbing love for his 
daughter, we are furnished with a key to the 
finer side of his nature, and we leave him 
with no slight amount of respect mingled with 
our pity. Cicely is charming; the intro- 
ductory description of her is a good specimen 
of the well-balanced sketches in which 
the author shines. ‘Health had made no- 
thing rude in her, and sensitiveness nothing 
weak. The whole face wore commonly a look, 
fine and serene, which, even more than the 
beauty of the features, gave it distinction, 
because it said (to those who understood it) 
that she carried in her heart some happy 
secret which lightened all her ways.” Such is 
Welvertree’s first love and better angel. Un- 
happily, before he fully knows her value, he 
falls into bad circumstances, which drive him 
to a hard life of literary work, and prevent 
him, when he meets her again, from making 
the avowal he would now so gladly utter. 
Aucott, too, who has a Frenchman’s views on 
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matrimony, gives him to understand (on highly 
insufficient grounds) that another arrangement 
js in prospect. It is at this low ebb of his 
affairs that Welvertree falls in with Irma, the 
unhappy, impulsive, passionate adventuress, 
whose life, alternately in the extremes of gaiety 
and despair, without a home, a friend, or an 
object, sullied with impurity, though hardly 
with sin, mark her as the moral antipodes of 
Cicely with her dignity of maidenhood. In 
this character again we think power has 
been shown, and to describe both truthfully 
indicates some range of sympathy. The 
“heroine of the sardines” comes out at her 
best in the scene in which she repulses with 
scorn the “nidering” Rainforth. To him, 
under Welvertree’s advice, she had told the 
story of her trial and her shame, and the man 
who was about to marry her displays himself 
in colours so vile, that the girl, whose fall has 
not destroyed her womanhood, shrinks from 
the marriage which stands between her and 
a life of hopeless poverty as from a more real 
degradation than any she has known. Then 
Welvertree, between restlessness, pity, and 
admiration of her beauty, not unmixed with a 
sort of camaraderie in Bohemianism, makes 
the false step of promising marriage in his turn. 
But Cicely, free and loving, now ré-appears 
upon the scene ; Aucott d’es; Welvertree has, 
of course, brain fever; Irma wages a fierce, 
tenacious strugg'e to retain the one man she 
has loved. She is too weak for the unequal 
contest. Failing, she falls back on “mother 
Seine,” the silent consoler of many such 
wrongs as hers; while Welvertree, who was 
never worthy of her ardour, finds acceptance 
too readily at the hands of one whose con- 
stancy is still more loftily above him. There 
is a deal of cold reality about this climax, 
which matches well with the Dutch accuracy 
of the local descriptions, and the anxious 
modulation of the somewhat too clerkly style ; 
but the book, we think, is one of promise, 
showing observation and some inventive power, 
alittle cramped and subdued by the quietism 
of the modern taste. 

‘The Blue Ribbon’ is a fairly readable 
book, dealing primarily with the loves of an 
English farmer’s son and a German factory 
girl (he eventually a scientific inventor of 
astronomical instruments, she a singer of 
eminence in the best style of her nation) ; and, 
secondarily, by way of landscape and back- 
ground, with life in an English cathedral 
town, sleepy and humdrum in its normal 
existence, but kindled periodically into life by 
its recurring musical festivals. The artistic 
enthusiasm of the heroine, and the scientific 
energy of the hero are aptly rendered, and the 
flightiness of the former, though a good deal 
overstrained (the mesmeric influence of the 
villain Notturino, who has power at a 
moment's notice to withdraw her completely 
from the pursuit of her art among the simple 
friends she has made in the cathedral town, 
and bind her to his chariot-wheels in the two- 
fold capacity of an artist and a lover, appearing 
to us impossible in so simple-minded a dreamer 
as the gentle Gretchen), is at worst an exag- 
geration of a possibility in idealizing Germans. 
The contrast of the two characters shows some- 
thing, at least, of that capacity of analyzing 
characters which is the best feature in modern 
novel-writing. The practical yet poetic 
ambition of the self-restrained Monkeston, 





the not less genuine Sehnsiichtigkeit of his fair 
ideal, stand out clearly from what without 
them would be but an ordinary story. Indeed, 
there is something petty, compared with the 
substantial conception of these characters, in 
the little social difficulties of the excellent 
Mrs. Monkeston, who is represented as losing 
all her friends by keeping a shop when fortune 
fails her, and in the small revenge taken on 
the Cruxborough bourgeoisie by Roger in the 
day of his success. The little vulgarities, too, 
of the doctor’s and solicitor’s wives and 
daughters strike us rather as a blemish than 
a foil to the more serious interest which 
attaches to the leading characters. Most of 
the personages are better conceived than 
developed. Patch, for instance, is a tragic 
sketch, but a sketch only, and might have 
been grander. The same may be said of other 
characters concerned. There is a good washer- 
woman to relieve the heavier “business.” 
Generally, we may say that there is promise 
in the tale, though the performance a little 
disappoints us. 

We do not remember ever to have read a 
story more perfect of its kind than ‘ Mistress 
Judith’; and, since Mrs. Gaskell’s ‘ Sylvia's 
Lovers,’ we have not read a sadder one. 
Indeed, we can hardly imagine the frame of 
mind in which a person could compose, and, 
still more, write, such a story, ending in sorrow 
hopeless and irreparable, at all events as long 
as this life shall last, to those who are left 
alive at the end of it. Of course, as in all 
perfectly sad stories, misunderstanding is the 
cause of the sorrow, aggravated in the present 
instance by treachery. We question how far 
an author less great than the greatest has a 
right to employ such a motive: there seems 
to be a kind of profanity in thus handling a 
grief almost too great for human nature to 
bear, especially when it is told with all the 
vividness given by commonplace surroundings 
and the atmosphere of modern daily life. 
Othello and Desdemona, Lear and Cordelia, 
move in a world so different from ours, that 
their sorrows are the sorrows of demi-gods, 
and the grandeur of their surroundings dazzles 
us somewhat, and dims our perception of the 
grief which even so we can scarcely read of 
dry-eyed ; but there is nothing of the heroic 
element in the little life of the Cambridgeshire 
village, and the Cambridgeshire parson’s 
daughter and farmer’s sons are persons such 
as we may meet any day. There is a sort of 
refinement of cruelty jn the glimpse which the 
author gives us of the early days of her 
heroine. In real life these things are separated 
by a long term of years: it does not often 
occur to any one to watch closely the life of the 
same person for twenty years, and when it 
does, the early impression becomes dulled by 
time. In a story, on the contrary, we cannot 
separate the idea of the child from that of the 
woman ; and when we see the Mistress Judith 
whom we first know as a delightful little 
girl of five years old dying of a broken 
heart at twenty, we feel almost as we do when 
we see, or hear of, any one ill-using a young 
child and are helpless to prevent it. Having 
thus to some extent delivered our soul on the 
general question of the desirability of treating 
such subjects at all in fiction, we recur to our 
original statement, that the story is of its 
kind as nearly perfect as can be. The manners 


and the description of its scenery, both of 
which all who know the villages about Cam- 
bridge will appreciate at once; the characters 
of the kindly, absent, “ unparochial” parson ; 
of the brothers Jesse and Amos Bullen, from 
the time that they were the “‘scholard” and 
the dunce till they become “ Gentleman” and 
“ Farmer” Bullen ; of the various “ Masters” 
and “Mistresses” of the village, up to 
“Mistress Judith” herself; all are drawn 
clearly and consistently throughout. One or 
two little slips in language,—“ he essayed 
to leave,” “ he thought Amos must be him,”— 
are all the fault we have to find in the telling 
of a story from which we would willingly 
quote could we find where to begin and where 
to leave off ; but which we doubt if a person 
who felt deeply could ever have borne to tell. 








CHRISTMAS BOOKS. 

Aunt Judy's Christmas Volume, for 1873 

Edited by Mrs. Alfred Gatty. With Illustrations. 
(Bell & Sons.)—We write the title of this charm- 
ing annual with sadness, for ‘Aunt Judy’ is gone 
away from this world, and will never gladden the 
hearts of young and old any more with her Tales, 
and Parables, and Emblems. Perhaps the name 
of ‘Aunt Judy’s Christmas Volume’ may remain, 
but the book can never be the same ; Aunt Judy 
will be missed as long as the children of this gen- 
eration remember her, and they are not likely to 
forget her. The present volume is richer than any 
of its predecessors in good serial stories. There are 
a few, and only a few, contributions by the editor 
herself. There are many stories of Hans Andersen’s, 
new to English readers, and which are well trans- 
lated. ‘The Miller’s Thumb, by Mrs. Ewing, and 
‘The Fair Else, by the Author of ‘On the Edge of 
the Storm,’ are interesting serials ; indeed, all the 
articles, both instructive and entertaining, have 
merit. 

Pet: or, Pastimes and Penalties. By the Rev 
H. R. Haweis, M.A. With Fifty Illustrations, by 
M. E. Haweis. (Isbister & Co.)—We hope none 
who may be in search of a suitable gift-book will 
be deterred by the frontispiece, which professes to 
represent “ Pet,” the dearest little heroine who ever 
graced a story book. She is standing like a little 
fairy in a pantomime, dressed for the transforma- 
tion-scene; but in spite of this ‘ Pet’ will win the 
hearts of all readers, whether they are fathers and 
mothers, or their boys and girls. “ Pet” deserved 
her name, but she never did anything to deserve 
such a picture ! 

The Fur Country; or, Seventy Degrees North 
Latitude. Translated from the French of Jules 
Verne, by N. D’Anvers. With One Hundred 
Illustrations. (Low & Co.)—The announcement of 
a fresh work by Jules Verne will fill all those youag 
readers who know anything about his wonderful 
narratives with an ardent desire to get it into 
their hands. ‘The Fur Country’ will not dis- 
appoint them. It certainly is not so full of awful 
wonder as the journeys to the moon, and through 
the centre of the earth ; but though in the present 
book they never quit the surface of “this terrestrial 
ball,” we can promise them breathless excitement, 
wonders and dangers and escapes. It is a story of 
courage, endurance, adventure, and fun, for there 
is much that is really humorous in some of the 
characters, All that ever was done in Arctic 
regions seems to be concentrated in this story, and 
it has the additional fascination of possessing 
a delightful heroine; indeed, we may say two 
heroines. 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE. 


Tue fifth volume of the Vanity Fair Album 
(“Vanity Fair” Office) is before us, but we cannotsay 
that the satire is keener, the art much finer, or the 
characterization more to the point, than in the last. 
If there is any difference, it is in favour of the

volume before us; fora tinge of kindlier humour is 
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often on now which was formerly much 
rarer. hat difference exists in the draughtsman- 
ship of these two volumes is also to the advantage 
of the newcomer, for the artistic work is less coarse 
and crude than hitherto. Still dozens of these 
sketches are not good in any sense whatever. The 
Prince of Wales’s face is preposterous; the figure 
of the Shah is a dull, ill-drawn affair, without a 
shadow of spirit or humour; there is no joke in 
the portrait of Mr. R. W. Crawford, M.P., but 
there is character, of a coarse sort, in that of Mr. 
©. Gilpin, M.P.; while the Duke of Buccleuch’s 
head is one of the best in the book, nothing, on 
the other hand, could be more ludicrously bad 
than the portrait of the Duke of Hamilton. One 
of the cleverest pieces of literary irony is the 
sketch of the career and character of Mr. Samuda. 
On the whole, although there are not a few good 
literary and artistic things in this book, we are 
glad to learn that Mr. Pellegrini is about to cater 
again for the public in the pages of Vanity Fair. 
UnveErR the somewhat affected title of Storm 
Warriors, Mr. Gilmore has published an account 
of the doings of the Ramsgate life-boat. Mr. 
Gilmore is known by a successful magazine article 
on the subject, and we confess we think his 
manner of writing better suited to a short paper 
than to a volume of three hundred and fifty pages. 
Messrs. Macmillan are Mr. Gilmore’s publishers. 


Pror. Rrsor being an admirer of Mr. Mill, Mr. 
Spencer, and Mr. Bain, and other thinkers of the 
Empirical School, has endeavoured to explain 
their views on Psychology to his countrymen. 
To Frenchmen, his book will be useful, but we 
question whether Messrs. H. 8S. King & Co. have 
been well advised in publishing an English trans- 
lation of the volume, under the title of ‘ English 


Psychology.’ 


Tue Religious Tract Society have certainly done 
a foolish thing in publishing Ozford and Cambridge, 
their Colleges, Memories, and Associations, by the 
Rev. F. Arnold. It is a dull, slipshod compilation ; 
no better than a third-rate guide-book. 


Mr. Joun Dennis has shown taste in his collec- 
tion of English Sonnets. We think, however, he 
has made a mistake in trying to make the volume 
representative historically, for this has led him to 
admit sonnets which, he allows in his notes, do 
not deserve a place in the volume. Messrs. H. 8. 
King & Co. are his publishers. 


Messrs. Rovuttepce & Co. have sent us a new 
edition of Mr. Walsh’s useful Manual of Domestic 
Economy. 


For a neat little edition of the Regula Pastoralis 
of Gregory the Great we have to thank Mr. Bram- 
ley, who gives us with the Benedictine text an 
English translation and a short Introduction 
(Parker). This treatise, which was called forth by 
the reproof of John, Bishop of Ravenna, caused by 
Gregory’s unwillingness to undertake the office of a 
bishop, has a special interest attaching to it from 
its having been brought over to England by 
Augustine, and afterwards translated into Anglo- 
Saxon by King Alfred, whose version has recently 
been edited for the Early English Text Society. 
A Greek version also, now lost, was made at the 
instance of the Emperor Maurice ; and numerous 
references to the work as a “ standard of life and 
doctrine for bishops” are found in the proceedings 
of councils held under the authority of Charlemagne 
and his successor. In later times it has been com- 
paratively neglected, for which, in the edition of 
1629, the Puritans are blamed, “nec minus cul- 
pandi pervicaces quidam Cathari, quibus mens ita 
leva est, ut priscos patres, tanquam senes depon- 
tanos, de gradu suo deturbare moliantur.” Prob- 
ably, too, the extremely quaint allegorizing method 
of the author may have contributed to this result. 
See, e. g., the remarks on a large nose as the symbol 
of discernment (i. 11), or on the pomegranate as 
an emblem of the church (ii. 4), or on the “ urchin” 
or hedgehog as a type of an insincere soul (iii. 10), 
and the like. The present translation, so far as 
we have compared it with the original, is done in 
a careful and scholarly way. 





WE wish we had often to notice books as useful 
and as satisfactory as the Post-Office London 
Directory (Kelly & Co.). The volume for 1874 has 
evidently been revised with the care necessary to 
preserve the wonderful accuracy which has long 
distinguished this publication. 

Peace’s Orkney and Shetland Almanac (Peace 
& Co.) seems well adapted to the needs of the 
inhabitants of the Orcades. 

Poor Richard's Golden Calendar (“ Practical 
Magazine” Office) is too ingenious to be useful.— 
The City Diary for 1874 (W. & L. Collingridge) 
is suited to people engaged in business. So are 
rome of the Diaries sent to us by Messrs. Partridge 
& Cooper. They are all remarkably cheap. Their 
Illustrated Universal Pocket-Book Diary has pretty 
and nicely illuminated engravings. It contains 
many things useful to ladies, but, among many 
useless things, lists of prime ministers and of 
winners of the Derby.—Shakspere Lore, Virtue’s 
Fine-Art Almanac for 1874 (Virtue & Co.), is 
tolerably well put together. 

Messrs. Dutav have sent us Lettres & une 
Inconnue, two volumes which contain the letters 
addressed by Mérimée, during a period of thirty 
years, to a lady whose name is not given. A 
pleasant piece of criticism by M. Taine is prefixed. 
Most of the correspondence is full of amusing 
matter, but the latter letters,—the last was penned 
by Mérimée two hours before his death,—are 
gloomy. They bear witness to his bodily sufferings, 
and the depression that he felt at the break-down of 
the wretched Government which he had been 
weak and selfish enough to accept. There are one 
or twocoarse jokes, that, particularly when addressed 
to a lady, cause disgust; but usually, his wit and 
the perfect ease of his style are charming. The 
following was written in 1865:—“ Un autre per- 
sonnage, M. de Bismark, m’a plu davantage. C'est 
un grand Allemand, trés-poli, qui n’est point naif. 
Il a lair absolument dépourvu de gemiith mais plein 
desprit. Ila fait ma conquéte. Il avait amené 
une femme qui a les plus grands pieds d’outre- 
Rhin et une fille qui marche dans les traces de sa 
mére.” Whether it was discreet to publish the 
following is doubtful. After speaking of Lord 
Palmerston a few weeks before his death, Mérimée 
goes on :—“ Je viens de passer trois jours chez son 
successeur probable, M. Gladstone : ce qui m’a non 
amusé mais intéressé, car j’ai toujours du plaisir 4 
observer les variétés de la nature humaine. .... 
M. Gladstone m’a paru, sous quelques aspects, un 
homme de génie, sous d’autres, un enfant. Ilya 
en lui de l'enfant, de ’homme d'Etat, et du fou. 
Il y avait chez lui cing ou six curés ou deans, et, 
tous les matins, Jes hétes du chateau se régalaient 
dune petite priére en commun. Je n’ai pas assisté 
& un dimanche: ce doit étre quelque chose de 
curieux.” There are many references to people 
still living, especially English, and their affairs, 
which, undoubtedly, should never have appeared. 
Nor was it right to print Mérimée’s remark that 
the Princess Metternich “ est fort vive, 4 la maniére 
Allemande, c’est-i-dire qui se fait un petit genre 
doriginalité composé de deux parties de lorette et 
d’une de grande dame.” The correction of the press 
has been but little attended to in the first volume. 
The second is far more correct.

Like many of his 
pooks, it has been dramatized with success, and it 
has passed through several editions in a very few 
months. In ‘Le Parricide’ M. Belot has aban- 
doned the style which made him notorious, and 
his ‘Femme de Feu’ infamous, and has returned 
to the criminal or police novel of the type of our 
own justly popular ‘No Name.’ ‘Dacolard et 
Lubin’ is the second part of ‘ Le Parricide,’ and the 
two together form an intricate and tangled book, 
somewhat heavy, but worked up with a great deal 
of power to a catastrophe of tremendous gloom. 

‘Le Médecin de l’Opéra’ is a ghastly volume 
about ghosts and graveyards, which might have 
been written by a ghoul.—‘ Clothilde Martory’ is a 
very different work, and is a simply and naturally 
treated story of life under the Second Empire. It 
may even be called an historical novel, for it contains 
avery fair account of the coup-d'état of December, 
and the war in Mexico is also woven into the plot. 
M. Malot, who is best known to English readers 
of French novels by his ‘ Belle Madame Donis,’does 
not love the Empire, and delights to show its 
“seamy side.” 

Of M. Arséne Houssaye’s new novel we have to 
say that: it is as well written and as immoral as 
his novels usually are, and that the most immoral 
parts of its many immoralities are the author's 
“moral reflections” on the actions of his own 
characters. 

The six next novels with which we have to deal 
areall from the same pen, and several of them form 
aseries, or we might almost say asingle work. The 
writer, M. Xavier de Montépin, is called “ the 
novelist of the day,” but his claim to the title rests 
ratheron the quantity than on the quality of the pro- 
duce of his pen. We believe that these ten volumes 
have appeared in less than two months, a rate of 
publication which would seem to imply the exist- 
ence in the background of a staff of clerks, such as 
M. Dumas was wickedly rumoured to possess. 
Four more volumes are promised us for the end of 
next week. —‘ La Voyante’ is a somewhat sad and 
at the same time somewhat heavy story, not without 
some little merit.—‘ Le Bigame,’ of which the story 
is laid in the period of the Regency, is a far-fetched 
novel of the é. P. R. James type. The next three 
volumes form, in reality, one work. They are 
intended as an answer to the ‘ Affaire Clémenceau,’ 
and other recent worksof M. Dumas on the “ tue-la” 
question, and have all the immorality of M. Dumas 
without a quarter of his talent. Taking the whole 
of M. de Montépin’s novels together, we can only 
say that we think them worthless, and that we 
wonder how the Figaro can make its readers accept 
them with any favour. 

‘Les Intrigants,’ which bears the name of Paul 
de Kock, has a little of the coarseness, but none of 
the merit of the works of that author. M. Amédée 
Achard’s volume, which next comes before us, con= 
tains two short stories, the first of which gives the 
name to the volume, while the second is styled ‘ La 
Recherche de I’'Inconnue. M. Amédée Achard is 
the author of ‘La Vipére,’ which we severely 
ctiticized a few months ago; but in these short 
stories he lays himself less open to attack. The 
last volumes upon our list form one lengthy novel 
by a writer of merit, M. Louis Enault. In it he 
‘hows a want of real knowledge of character, and 
« certain clumsiness in the construction of his plot, 
but the novel is above the average, and the 
dialogue is admirable. On the whole, however, 
ve can only grieve over the decline of fiction in 
France.

REGISTRATION AT STATIONERS’ HALL. 

I opsERVE that there has been much contention 
of late over the coincidence of title between 
certain books ; but how is it to be avoided ? 

I was myself once fool enough to pay to a very 
“enterprising” publisher the sum of twenty pounds, 
for having inadvertently used for one of my own 
works the title of some wretched novel published 
by him years ago, and which nobody had ever 
heard of. I am too wise, I hope, to be bled by 
such a sorry leech again, even should I fall into a 
similar error ; but how can I be sure of not falling 
into it? I went to Stationers’ Hall, on Friday in 
last week, to register the title of a new novel. 
“ Has such a title been already used?” asked I. “It 
is impossible to tell,” was the reply. ‘“ We have 
only an index of the names of authors.” Surely 
it is not too much to expect the officials at 
Stationers’ Hall to keep an index, such as all great 
libraries possess, for titles as well as names. At 
present any novelist (for I only concern myself 
with my own craft) is. liable to be annoyed by 
a publisher, such as my leech, who has chanced to 
bring out a still-born novel with a good title, upon 
the ground of its being private property. It is 
obvious that if any benefit is derived from such

A PRINTER'S ERROR. 
Trinity College, Cambridge, Dec. 16, 1873. 

In the article Job, in Dr. Smith’s ‘ Dictionary of 
the Bible,’ Mr. (now Canon) Cook wrote, “The 
commentaries of Umbreit, Vaihinger, Lange, Stickel, 
Hahn, Hirzel, De Wette, Knobel, and Vatke are 
generally characterized by diligence and ingenuity, 
but have for the most part a strong rationalistic 
tendency, especially the three last.” 

Neither De Wette, Knobel, nor Vatke wrote a 
commentary on Job. 

In the “Speaker’s Commentary” on Job, just 
published, Canon Cook writes in his introduction, 
after referring to the article in Smith’s dictionary, 
“the name of De Wette was given in that article 
by a mistake of the printer for Welte.” 

As Welte, a Roman Catholic professor, did write 
a commentary on Job, and De Wette did not, it is 
clear that Welte’s name has a greater claim than 
De Wette’s to be enumerated among those of the 
commentators. But, may I ask, were the names of 
Knobel and Vatke inserted by a printer’s error, 
and was it the printer who tabooed especially the 
three last as rationalists? I could suggest an ex- 
planation, but it will probably occur to most of 
your readers, Witiram Atpis Wricut. 








FRESH FACTS IN CHAUCER'S LIFE. 
Tue last few weeks’ searches in the Record Office 


have yielded these new facts regarding Chaucer: | 


1, That although the Patent Roll of 48 Edward IIL, 
noticed by Nicolas, makes Chaucer only Controller 
of the Great Customs of Wools and Hides, yet 
the Memoranda Roll of the same year, found by 
Mr. Selby, makes Chaucer also Controller of the 
Petty Customs (wine, candles, and other dutiable 
articles), places on him the duty of writing the 
Petty Rolls too with his own hand, and notes that 
Chaucer, present in Court on June 12, 1376, 
swore to perform faithfully the duties of his office. 
The appointment of 8 May, 1382, which Nicolas 
treated as Chaucer’s first appointment to the Petty 
Customs, was evidently one to allow him to appoint 
a deputy, and was not by writ of privy seal, but 
only per billam Thesaurarii. Chaucer, as Con- 
troller, was not above the Collectors of Customs, 
as we stated before, but only keeper of the 
counter-roll to theirs, which counter-roll of the 
quantities of goods imported and exported he 
would return to the Exchequer, so that by it the 
Roll of the Collectors who took the money-dues 
might be checked. In the Record Office are full 
enrolments of the Collectors’ Accounts for several 
years, “per visum et testimonium Galfridi Chau- 
cer”; but none of Chaucer’s own counter-rolls have 
yet been found. 


expenses and allowances on his embassy to Florence 
and Genoa in 1372. These expenses, &c., were 
paid in pursuance of the King’s writ to the Barons 
of the Exchequer, enrolled on the Memoranda of 
48 Edward III. 3. In the Pipe Roll of 47 
Edward III. Chaucer is entered as owing 10l. to 
the King, which debt was transferred, seemingly, 
to Richard de Medford. 4. The Foreign rolls 
contain full enrolments of Chaucer’s two journeys 
to Montreuil and Paris in 1377, and also of his 
journey to Bernabo Visconti, Lord of Milan (to 
whose fall he devotes a stanza in his ‘Monkes 
Tale’), and Sir John Hawkwood in 1378, 5. 
There is a very long enrolment of all Chaucer's 
receipts and disbursements during his nearly two 
— tenure of the office of Clerk of the King’s 

orks, showing what he spent for stone, bricks, lead, 
nails, wages, &c.; and also a file of fifteen dirty— 
some tattered and torn—writs, &c., on narrow slips 
of parchment, directed to Chaucer while Clerk of 
the Works, to make divers payments, &c. All 
these must have been in Chaucer’s hands, so we 
can at least touch what he touched. One of these

documents is the release to Chaucer of his suc- 
cessor, John Gedney, acknowledging the receipt 
from the poet of so many loads of Mydleton stone 
and Reygate stone, at Windsor. This deed of three 
lines still bears a well-preserved seal with the 
legend “ Johan Gedney” round a bird; but one 
asks at present in vain for Chaucer’s release to his 
predecessor in the office. 6. In the Originalia of 
13 Richard II. is enrolled an appointment of Sir 
Richard Stury, John Wadham, William Skrene, 
Grorrrey CHaucer, Henry Vanner, and John 
Culpepper, as Commissioners, to superintend the 
cleansing and repair of the ditches, gutters, sewers, 
bridges, causeys, “gurgites” (? gorges, outfalls) 
and trenches on the banks of the river Thames, 
between the towns of Woolwich and Greenwich. 
This entry was found by the Rev. Ponsonby A. 
Lyons, some two years ago, and by him pointed 
out to Mr. Furnivall. 7. Mr. Stevens, of the 
tecord Office, in finding the originals of Nicolas’s 
references to the Duchy of Lancaster accounts, has 
come on an entry of an annuity paid toa “ Thomas 
Chaucer, armiger,” at the same time as Geffrey 
Chaucer’s, so that there is a chance of this Thomas 
being the father of the rich Thomas Chaucer, of 
Henry the Fourth’s time, who has been so perse- 
veringly represented as the poet’s son. But this rich 
Thomas may have sprung from one of the City 
Chaucers. The Duchy accounts also contain 
records of payments for the tomb of the Duchess 
Blanche, on whose death Chaucer wrote his ‘ Dethe 
of Blaunche,’ and for an anniversary service at 
her tomb. 8. The date of Alicia Chaumpaigne’s 
release to Chaucer, noticed previously, should be 
1380, not 1379. All the records of the Coram 
Rege pleas for51 Edward III.and1 and 2 Richard IL. 
have been searched by Mr. Furnivall in vain for 
any action against Chaucer by Cecilia Chaumpaigne. 
As to the words “de raptu meo,” “ raptus,” though 
the technical one for “ rape,” as in “ raptus uxoris,” 
&e., was also used for abduction, the entry “ raptus 
heredis” being a frequent one in the Records of 
Edward the Third’s time; yet, in the plea of 
Robert Spryng, of “ Haselyngfeld,” Cambridgeshire, 
in 1 Richard II., against John Hed “Clericum,” 


| he states that this cleric “vi & armis Katerinam, 


vxorem ipsius Roberti rapwit, & eam, cum bonis 
& catallis eiusdem Roberti abduxit, & ea ei ad huc 
detinet.” Chaucer may have carried off the young 
lady to marry her to one of his friends. She was, 
perhaps, her father being dead, a ward of the 
King’s Chamberlain, Sir William de Beauchamp, 
who was one of the witnesses to the deed ; as Mr. 
Floyd finds that a family of the Champaignes 
held considerable property in Pembrokeshire, and 
that William de Beauchamp was then Custos of 
the Honor of Pembroke, and exercised almost 
kingly prerogatives over it, as part of the Marches. 
9. As to Chaucer’s parentage, it follows from 
Nicolas’s facts in his Appendix to his Life of 
Chaucer, that if Geoffrey the poet was, as Mr. 
Furnivall finds he was, the son of John Chaucer, 
the vintner, he was then also the grandson of 
Richard Chaucer, the vintner. For, though Richard 
Chaucer does not mention in his will his own son 
John, he does mention his wife’s son, Thomas 
Heroun ; and this step-son Heroun, in his will, 
calls John Chaucer his brother (really, his half- 
brother), while John Chaucer describes himself in 
two deeds as executor of the will of his brother, 
Thomas Heroun. The City Records may, perhaps, 
show that a John le Chaucer, of 1298, mentioned 
in them, was the poet’s great-grandfather.

In our number for December 27, we shall 
publish a series of articles on the Litera- 
ture of Continental Countries during 1873. 
Among the articles will be Belgium, by MM. 
E. de Laveleye and P. Frédéricq ; Denmark, 
by M. E. Jessen; France, by M. Gustave 
Masson ; Germany, by Prof. Zimmermann ; 
Greece, by Prof. Comnds; Holland, by Herr 
von Hellwald; Hungary, by Prof. Vambéry; 
Italy, by Prof. A. de Gubernatis ; Norway, by 





M. Petersen; Servia and Croatia, by 
Popovic ; Spain, by Don Riaiio; and Sweden, 
by M. Almkvist. 

Mr. MatrHew ARNOLD is preparing a new 
edition of his ‘Literature and Dogma,’ to 
which will be prefixed a Preface, containing 
a review of the objections brought against the 
book, and particularly discussing the argu. 
ments of his foreign critics with regard to the 
fourth Gospel, and the theories of the Tiibingen 
School. Mr. Arnold’s account of the German 
Higher Schools is also reprinting, and he ig 
availing himself of the opportunity to add 
new Preface to it also; reviewing the recent 
Falk laws, and pointing out how that legisla. 
tion is related to English dealings with Roman 
Catholic education in Ireland. A library 


edition of the same writer's ‘Bible Reading 
for Schools’ (Isaiah, chapters xl.—Ixvi.) is to 
be published shortly, and will contain the 
eight or nine chapters scattered through the 
earlier part of the ‘ Book of Isaiah,’ which, in 
Mr. Arnold’s opinion, really belong to the 
final series of chapters and its subject. 


Tue Commission charged to prepare a 
revisal of the treaties relative to literary pro- 
perty and fine arts copyrights between France 
and England, met at the Foreign Office, in 
Paris, on the 5th inst. The members of the 
Commission are: M. Paul Féval (as_repre- 
sentative of the Society of Authors and 
Dramatic Composers), MM. Miiller, Oscar 
Comettant, Paul Sauniére, and Pierre Zaccone 
(for the Society of “Gens de Lettres”), and 
Mr. Kennedy and his Secretary for the English 
Government. The French representatives pro- 
tested strongly against the system of “ adapta- 
tions,” which they considered were, in point 
of fact, piracies now carried on in England. 
Mr. Kennedy is stated to have replied, he felt 
sure the British Government would afford 
satisfaction for any abuses which could be pro- 
perly brought home. M. Gavard, who was 
present for the French Minister, asked M. 
Oscar Comettant to draw out a note on behalf 
of the music publishers, which was annexed to 
the minutes of the meeting. Out of thirty- 
seven states which have conventions with 
France, only two, England and Spain, have not 
declared against the plan of depositing copies 
of works as guarantees of proprietorship on the 
part of French authors. The system of regis- 
tration at Stationers’ Hall is regarded as most 
inconvenient—a permanent menace to authors 
who fear to see their rights confiscated for the 
profit of everybody except themselves; and the 
impossibility of always registering within 
three months has been recognized by the Com- 
mission. It is, therefore, formally decided 
that the system of registration at Stationers’ 
Hall will be abandoned by Great Britain, and 
that a more liberal treaty of copyright be entered 
into—one more consonant with honesty. 


Tue Rev. John Morris, of the Society of 
Jesus, editor of the ‘Troubles of our Catholic 
Forefathers, which we mentioned some time 
ago, is about issuing a second series of the same, 
prepared, like the former, from original and un- 
published MSS. He has, further, in the press, 
to appear next February, ‘The Letter-Books of 
Sir Amias Paulet, Keeper of Mary, Queen of 
Scots,’ being an account of her imprisonment at 
Tutbury, Chartley,and Fotheringhay, described 
by her gaoler. The work contains about fifty 
letters that are quite unknown. The rest, though 
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quoted by historians, have never been printed 
before. The publishers are, in each case, 
Messrs. Burns & Oates. 

Tux first edition of the little book, ‘Goethe 
and Mendelssohn,’ which was noticed in our 
columns about a year ago, has been exhausted ; 
anda second edition, to be published imme- 
diately, will contain a dozen new letters 
addressed by Mendelssohn to the Horsley 
family. A translation of Dr. Hiller’s Re- 
collections of the Composer, which we men- 
tioned some time ago, is to appear in Mac- 
millan’s Magazine. 

Some members of the congregation, and 
other friends of the late Dr. Robert Lee, of 
Greyfriars, Edinburgh, are preparing a memo- 
rial volume, consisting of a selection from his 
sermons. 

Acopy of Whitaker’s ‘ History of Richmond- 
shire’ was sold a few days ago at the rooms 
of Messrs. Sotheby, Wilkinson & Hodge, which 
realized the sum of 89/. It was an excep- 
tional copy, the two volumes being made into 
four, which were bound in morocco. Besides 
the engravings from Turner’s pictures, it con- 
tained a number of drawings; some of them 
had been specially executed for the owner of 
the book. 

Tue literature of the Ashantee war threatens 
to be considerable. Surgeon-General Gordon, 
©.B., who was on special service in Paris during 
the siege, has in the press recollections of a 
residence on the West Coast of Africa, under 
the title of ‘ Life on the Gold Coast.’ Although 
not of a medical character, the book will 
contain advice on sanitary precautions. It 
will be published by Messrs, Bailliére, Tindall 
& Cox. The same firm also promise a volume 
of sermons specially composed by dignitaries 
of the Church of England, and others for 
delivery in prisons, lunatic asylums, hospitals, 
workhouses, &c. 

A new Shakspeare Society is projected. 
Dr. C. Mansfield Ingleby has undertaken to 
edit, as the first publication of the Society, 
Francis Meres’s ‘ Palladis Tamia,’ 1598. <A 
re-edition of the unique Mysteries and Morality, 
from the Digby MS., 133, is also in hand for 
the Society, and will be re-edited by the Rev. 
Walter W. Skeat. The endeavour of the 
Society will be to promote the esthetic rather 
than the textual criticism of the dramatist. 
Mr. Tennyson, who has paid a good deal of 
attention to Shakspeare, is one of the pro- 
moters of the scheme, and there are many 
well-known names on the list of vice-presidents. 


Art the suggestion of Lady Warrender, a 
sixpenny subscription for a children’s memo- 
rial to the late Mrs. Alfred Gatty has been set 


o foot. It is proposed to erect with the pro- 
ceeds a marble tablet in the fine parish church 
of Ecclesfield, near Sheffield, of which Dr. 
Alfred Gatty has long been the vicar. Sub- 
scriptions for this object are received by her 
publishers, Messrs. Bell & Son. 

THE second and concluding volume of Mr. 
Serjeant Cox’s work on the mechanism of 
man, entitled ‘What am I?’ will be published 
early in January. It treats of the mechanism 
i action, and is designed to be a popular out- 
line of Psychology and Mental Physiology. 

Tue second part of Prof. R. C. Childers’s 
Pali Dictionary is in the press, 

A work of importance for the history of 





the American Civil War is announced as in 
the press : General Joseph Johnston’s narrative 
of the military operations directed by him. It 
is also stated that Mr. Secretary Welles, en- 
couraged by the success of his vindication of 
President Lincoln against Mr. C. F. Adams, 
meditates writing the President's life in detail. 
A more startling, but probably less authentic 
contribution to American history, is announced 
from North Carolina, where a citizen under- 
takes to prove that his native State was 
inhabited by a civilized nation 2,000 years 
before Columbus. 

Mrs. Horace Howarp Furness has sent 
to press her ‘Concordance to the Poems of 
Shakspeare.’ For the sake of convenient 
reference, she has decided to print the Poems 
at the end of her volume. Not the least 
advantage resulting from this is, that the 
necessity is obviated (where reference is so 
easy) of giving the whole line. She gives the 
whole clause in which a word is found; and, 
in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, the rest 
of the line is mere surplusage. In the one- 
hundredth case the whole line is given; as in 
the case of the relative, the antecedent is 
given, where possible. 

MM. Erckmann-CHATRIAN are now writing 
a new serial story, which will shortly appear 
in Cassell’s Magazine. It will be entitled 
‘The College Life of Maitre Nablot’ and will 
be based on the adventures of a young col- 
legian during the Louis Philippe era. 

Ir is cheering to see how soon Continental 
scholars work up the fresh material that the 
Early English Text Society has found them. 
Mitzner’s ‘Alt- Englische Sprachproben’ is 
now followed by a cheap and handy little 
volume, of seventy-two pages of text, and sixty- 
five of glossary, ‘Altenglisches Uebungsbuch,’ 
by Dr. Julius Zupitza, of Vienna, which con- 
tains specimens of our language ranging from 
the seventh to the fifteenth century; all the 
doubtful editions (except the Bouterwek and 
Grein texts) have been read anew with their 
MSS. by Prof. Schipper and others. The 
book is edited with care, and only wants a 
short account of every author and piece 
extracted from to make it complete. 

Tue last volume of Mr. Spedding’s edition 
of Bacon is now at press, and its publication 
may be expected next spring. 








SCIENCE 
Darwinism and. Design. 
(Hodder & Stoughton.) 
Tue possible good which a book like this 
may effect is to be found in the fact that there 
are excellent persons unwilling to venture upon 
reading the books of Mr. Darwin or of Mr. 
Spencer who are, nevertheless, likely to be 
pleased at the opportunity of following out in 
Mr. St. Clair’s pages a refutation of all that is 
dangerous in the speculations of those philo- 
sophers, and to be charmed at the notion of 
having their fill of evolution after all—purified 
and rendered profitable. The chances are that 
a proportion of such readers will benefit by 
acquaintance with the large mass of facts 
which Mr. St. Clair has selected from the 
literature of Darwinism, and, failing to ignore 
their real significance as he does, will pass on 
to the study of the original writers on the 
subject.

On reading the author's preface and intro- 
ductory pages, we were led to hope that his 
attempt to reconcile Evolution and Design was 
to take the only form in which such reconcilia- 
tion can be placed beyond the reach of attack 
—viz., a demonstration of the necessity of 
Evolution, and of every minutest existing 
phenomenon, as the result of the ultimate laws 
of matter and motion; and, secondly, the 
inference that those ultimate laws (whatever 
the limit of their analysis by the mind may 
be) were designed to produce the result which 
they have produced—namely, man and every 
link between him and first conceivable things. 

But we find that our author claims novelty 
for the most common-place of all the efforts 
made to put this new wine into the old 
bottles. His view is simply that the Creator 
has created by means of Evolution, but has 
not, so to speak, let things run out of His 
hands: here and there He has interfered to 
start a variation or to finish up some particu- 
larly fine species roughly blocked out, as it 
were, by natural selection. Mr. St. Clair’s 
notions are, in fact, the strangest jumble of the 
forms of two views of Nature which are neces- 
sarily mutually exclusive. He accepts that 
part of Darwinism which corresponds to 
Kepler's observation of the planets’ orbits— 
viz., the fact of Evolution; he explains it 
(rejecting the Newtonian or scientific explana- 
tion) by the very same dualistic, teleological 
assumption, the prevalence of which more 
than anything else hindered the discovery of 
the fact. Itis as though, in place of Newton’s 
theory of gravitation, Mr. St. Clair were to 
propose to substitute the phrase,—‘ The 
Creator has designed their orbits so.” It 
seems to us possible to believe that these 
things have all been designed, without hastily 
confusing together religious conceptions and 
scientific inferences. 

Mr. St. Clair is evidently well read in the 
writings of the evolutionist philosophers, but 
has no acquaintance with nature. This gives 
a stamp to his book, marks it in fact, at once, 
as one in which a naturalist occupied with 
the facts, and not with second-hand specula- 
tion, cannot expect to find very much of 
interest or value. 

There are hardly any of the fields of specu- 
lation opened out by the evolution hypothesis, 
through which Mr. St. Clair does not lightly 
tread in the course of these 250 pages ; there 
is not one problem with which he deals in an 
adequate manner. For example, his treat- 
ment of the evolution of beauty, contains such 
statements as these :—‘‘ Beauty being as much 
a fixed thing, independent of fancy, as light 
is a fixed thing, independent of the eyeball.” 
‘All beauty is pleasing to Him,” 7.¢., the 
Creator. ‘‘ Bichat long ago said, thet if every 
one were cast in the same mould, there would 
be no such thing as beauty. If allour women 
were to become as beautiful as the Venus de 
Medici, we should for a time be charmed, but 
we should soon wish for variety.” The last 
statement does not harmonize with the first. 
The second is used to explain the occurrence 
of beautiful objects in past geological epochs, 
and in obscure corners of the earth; and in 
this way, the fine red colour of scarlet blood, 
which exists equally in the Thames mud- 
worm, and in the maiden’s cheek, is accounted 
for. It is assumed that the Creator made 
blood-crystals red, because they would be

pretty, and please Him. Does it not occur 
to Mr. St. Clair, that in treating such a sub- 
ject as beauty, it is necessary to make some 
analysis of the mental state which is produced 
by an object, so as to cause us to speak of it 
as possessing beauty? And would he main- 
tain that we should zot have arrived at the 
same enthusiastic admiration for the “ blush 
on beauty’s cheek,” if our blood had been 
coloured green instead of red? To our dark- 
skinned ancestors, it would have made small 
difference. 








Contributions to Solar Physics. 
Lockyer. (Macmillan & Co.) 


A NEw branch of astronomy has within the 
last fifteen years started into existence; and 
so rapid has been its progress that in survey- 
ing what has hitherto been accomplished, we 
seem scarcely able to conceive that it has been 
the result of so comparatively short a period. 
This is partly to be accounted for by the new 
and startling conclusions to which men of 
science have thereby been led, and the fasci- 
nating interest with which the whole subject 
is invested. Astronomy was here obliged, as 
on a previous occasion, to call to her aid all 
the resources of another branch of knowledge 
which had also been long cultivated in and 
for itself. As Newton’s great discovery of 
the law of gravitation created the science of 
Physical Astronomy, and this required for 
its development the highest powers of mathe- 
matics which it has subsequently been the 
means of greatly advancing, so the new science 
of astronomical physics has brought astronomy 
into the closest connexion with chemistry, 
which it has in its turn aided to advance. 

Although our countryman Wollaston was the 
first to see, in the year 1802, some of the 
dark lines in the solar spectrum which after- 
wards led to those wonderful discoveries con- 
cerning the chemical constitution, not only of 
the Sun, but even of the fixed stars and 
nebule: he himself thought but little of the 
discovery, apparently considering its only 
significance to lie in its affording the means of 
definitely dividing the coloured spectrum into 
four parts, and negativing the idea of there 
being either seven or three primary colours. 
In 1814 Fraunhofer, by simply using a tele- 
scope to magnify the prismatically-dispersed 
spectrum, observed and accurately measured 
the position of hundreds of these lines, and 
they have since been known as Fraunhofer’s 
lines. But it was not until the year 1860 
that Kirchhoff arrived at a true and satis- 
factory view of their origin, and from that 
time the science to which we are alluding may 
be said to have commenced. 

Amongst those who have contributed to 
some of its later and most interesting develop- 
ments, especially in relation to the physics of 
the Sun, few, if any, hold a higher position 
than Mr. J. N. Lockyer, the author of 
the volume before us. It consists of two 
totally distinct parts. The first comprises a 
series of lectures and papers contributed to 
different magazines, which are here so arranged 
as to present the reader with a continuous 
sketch of the history of the various inquiries 
into the physical constitution of the Sun ; and 
in rewriting the series for this purpose the 
author has, he informs us, ‘not only largely 
added to the parts dealing with spectrum

analysis, but given a body of information in 
this new science in its special relation to its 
solar applications.” This part, which fills 432 
pages of the work before us, cannot fail to be 
of interest to all who care for the revelations of 
modern science, and the interest will be 
enhanced by the excellence of the numerous 
illustrations by which it is accompanied. It 
includes an account of observations made 
during the total solar eclipses of 1870 and 
1871, when Mr. Lockyer took part in expe- 
ditions sent to the Mediterranean and to 
India for that purpose. 

The second part of this work, which occu- 
pies 214 pages, is more technical in its 
character, and consists of the author’s com- 
munications on spectrum analysis to the Royal 
Society of London and tothe French Academy 
of Sciences. These, many of . which were 
written in conjunction with Dr. Frankland, 
who worked hand in hand with Mr. Lockyer 
in a large part of his researches, and placed 
his excellent laboratory at his disposal, are 
here reprinted verbatim. It should be men- 
tioned, however, that the 86 last pages of 
this second part are devoted to Notes, in 
which, to use Mr. Lockyer’s expression in 
his Preface, he has “attempted to show the 
relations of his own observations to those made 
by others ;” and has argued against the objec- 
tions made to some of the conclusions to 
which he has been led. That this should have 
caused some personal controversy with an- 
other eminent physicist of our own country, 
we both regretted at the time it occurred and 
continue to do so on its re-publication. That 
ardent labourers in science should sometimes 
traverse each other's ground, and misunder- 
stand to what extent they have or have not 
been anticipated in any original work, can 
scarcely be a matter of astonishment ; but it 
is always to be hoped that subseqnent expla- 
nation may lead to mutual satisfaction. We 
can only conclude by welcoming this collec- 
tion of Mr. Lockyer’s valuable contributions 
to the investigations of solar physics; a sub- 
ject which we have little doubt will ultimately 
lead to consequences of general and practical 
utility, of which it is at present possible only 
to trace some hopeful indications. So all- 
important is the action of the Sun upon 
terrestrial processes, that valuable knowledge 
cannot but result from its intelligent study, 
whilst to the scientific mind the acquisition 
of the knowledge itself is a more than suffi- 
cient remuneration for the labour bestowed 
upon it. 








PROF, AGASSIZ. 

A Revter’s telegram brings us the intelligence 
that Mr. Agassiz is dead. In 1865, in the Preface, 
written by himself, to his wife’s ‘ Journey in Brazil,’ 
he gives us the first indication of his failing health. 
Although he rallied under the influences of the 
changes of climate, and, to some extent, of rest 
from work, it became evident to his friends that he 
had never been enabled to throw off the disease 
which has now brought his earthly labours to a 
close. Louis John Rodolph Agassiz was born 
between the lakes of Neufchatel and Morat, in the 
parish of Mottier, of which his father was the Pro- 
testant pastor, on the 28th of May, 1807. At the 
age of thirteen, up to which time he was educated 
chiefly by his father, he entered the Gymnasium of 
Biel, where he remained nearly four years. He was 
then removed to the Academy of Lausanne, as a 
reward for his great industry, and for his ac- 
quirements in natural history science. He subse- 





quently studied medicine and natural science gt 
Zurich, Heidelberg, and, lastly, at Munich, taki 
there his M.D. degree. After the death of Sp; 

. LEDOP. Of Spix 
who had travelled in Brazil with the eminent By. 
varian naturalist Martius, Agassiz,—then a student 
of twenty years of age,—was employed to describe 
the fishes which these travellers had brought back 
with them from that country. This work was pub. 
lished at Neufchitel in 1839, under the title of 
“¢ Pisces, &c.,’ quos collegit et pingendos accedit 
Spix, descripsit Agassiz.” In his Preface to the 
‘Journey in Brazil,’ published in 1868, he gays 
“ From that time, the wish to study this Fauna in 
the regions where it belongs had been an ever. 
recurring thought with me—a scheme deferred for 
want of opportunity, but never quite forgotten,” 

Agassiz, by studying the 116 species of fish from 
the Brazilian waters, was led to form a new clas. 
sification of fishes, which he modified slightly in 
future years, but to the main principles of which 
he constantly adhered. In 1839 he published, at 
Neufchatel, an elaborate work on the fresh-water 
fishes of Europe,—‘ Histoire Naturelle des Poissons 
d’Eau-douce de l'Europe Centrale,’—and a second 
and a third part followed after a few years’ in. 
terval. Associated with M. Vogt, he afterwards 
produced, in 1840, a work on the Embryology of 
the Salmon Tribe. 

Between 1833 and 1841 appeared his celebrated 
work, ‘ Recherches sur les Poissons Fossiles’ ; and 
after studying the Devonian Rocks in England for 
some time, he published an elaborate account of the 
fishes of the Old Red Sandstone. ‘ Description des 
Echinodermes Fossiles de la Suisse,’ and ‘ Mono- 
graphie des Echinodermes Vivants et Fossiles, 
rapidly followed each other; and in 1840 he pub- 
lished at Neufchatel his ‘Etudes sur les Glaciers’ 
which at once made Agassiz famous throughout 
Europe. This was followed by a second work, 
published at Paris in 1847, ‘Recherches sur les 
Glaciers.’ 

Since 1838 Agassiz had held the Professorship 
of Natural History at Neufchitel, and he was 
now a member of nearly every scientific Society in 
Europe. He was induced, by the pressing solicita- 
tions and the offers of large pecuniary reward, 
to resign this Professorship, and proceed, in 1846, 
to America, where he was received with extm- 
ordinary enthusiasm, and he at once took his 
position at the head of the scientific world of the 
United States. His first duty was the delivery of 
a course of lectures at the Lowell Institute, which 
were eminently successful. In 1847 he was 
appointed Professor of Zoology and Geology in 
the University of Cambridge, U.S. He held this 
appointment until 1851, when he accepted the 
appointment of Professor of Comparative Anatomy 
in the Medical College of Charleston, which he 
held for two years only, returning at the end of 
that time to Cambridge. 

In 1854, Agassiz published his great work, 
‘Zoologie générale et Esquisses générales de 
Zoologie, contenant la Structure, le Développement, 
la Classification, &c., de tous les Types d’ Animaux 
vivants et détruits.’ In this work he was associated 
with M. Max Pertz and A. Gould. His ‘ Lake 
Superior’ may also be named as another of his 
works, and his ‘Contributions to the Natural 
History of the United States,’ of which the first 
volume was published in 1857, and the fourth 
in 1862. It was intended that this work should 
extend to ten volumes. The Royal Society's 
Catalogue gives the titles of no less than 127 
contributions to science by this remarkable man. 

A series of popular works on s¢ience were from 
time to time produced by Prof. Agassiz, and 
without doubt they have tended to promote that 
extension of a love for Natural History which is 
evident in the United States. In 1863 he 
published ‘ Methods of Study in Natural History, 
in which he strongly protests against the Dar 
winian hypothesis. “It is my belief,’ he writes, 
“that naturalists are chasing a phantom, in theif 
search after some material gradation among 
created beings, by which the whole animal 
kingdom may have been derived by successive 
development from a single germ, or from a few 
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ms.” And again: “The resources of the Deity 
cannot be so meagre, that in order to create a 
human being endowed with reason, he must change 

ey into a man.” 
or Ay Agassiz published ‘ The Structure of 
Animal Life,’ and ‘Geological Sketches.’ He 
contributed also largely to the ‘Sea-side Studies 
in Natural History,’ written by his wife, and 
illustrated by Alexander Agassiz. In these works 
he persistent!y attacked the evolution hypothesis. 

In 1865, as we have stated, failing health in- 
dicated the necessity of change and rest. Then it 
was that he looked towards that Brazil whose 
fishes he had studied in his youth. While brood- 
ing over the thoughts which he saw but little hope 
of realizing, Mr. Nathaniel Thayer, who had heard 
of the scheme proposed by Agassiz, became re- 
sponsible for all expenses, personal and scientific, 
for six assistants. “‘ Not only did he provide most 
liberally for assistants, but until the last specimen 
was stored in the Museum in Cambridge, U.S., he 
continued to advance whatever sums were needed.” 
In addition to this, Mr. Allan M‘Lane, President 
of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, no sooner 
heard of the expedition, than he offered to Agassiz 
and his whole party the hospitality of their mag- 
nificent ship, the Colorado, on board which they 
left New York, on the Ist of April, 1865. The 
record of this expedition is to be found in the 
interesting volume from which we have already 

uoted. 

: In the autumn of 1871, Agassiz joined an explor- 
ing expedition to the South Atlantic and Pacific 
shores of the continent, and enriched science by 
the discovery of the nest-building fish, and many 
other equally curious and interesting objects. In 
that year he lectured in New York on the geology 
of the American continent, and took an active part 
inall the scientific controversies of the day. Again 
his health failed him, and it was not to be restored 
as it had been in former years. 

Prof. Agassiz had been unceasing in his efforts 
to obtain State assistance from the Massachusetts 
Legislature for founding a school of Natural 
History somewhere on the coast, so that the 
students might have every opportunity of becom- 
ing acquainted with the varied organized forms of 
the ocean. The desire of Agassiz became known 
to Mr. John Anderson, of New York, who at once 
gave to the Professor the island of Penikese, the 
most northerly of the western islands of the Eliza- 
beth group in Buzzard’s Bay, upon which to estab- 
lish his school of Marine Zoology. About two 
days after Agassiz had accepted the island, Mr. 
Anderson handed over to him 50,000 dollars, with 
which Agassiz was enabled to establish on a per- 
manent basis this American Zoological Station. 
Agassiz described this Zoological Institution in a 
letter, dated Penikese, 13th August, 1873, which 
was read in Section D. of the British Association 
at Bradford. The interest taken generally in this, 
—which may be regarded as the last work of 
Agassiz,—is shown by the fact that Mr. C. W. 
Galloupe, of Swampscott, has presented the Insti- 
tution with a handsome yacht of 80 tons, to be used 
for dredging purposes, and for physical investiga- 
tions of the conditions of the sea. 

The establishment of this fine institution was 
the last work of a busy life, spent in the investiga- 
tion of truth and in increasing the knowledge of 
mankind, Possessing great natural simplicity of 
character, he made himself generally beloved ; and 
the assistance which he received to carry out his 
inquiries prove most thoroughly the influence 
which he exerted upon a large class of thoughtful 
men, 





ASTRONOMICAL NOTES, 


Tue last number of the Comptes Rendus of the 
French Academy contains an interesting paper, by 
M. Wolf, of Paris, on the subject of the November 
meteors, These were well looked for on the nights 
of November 12th, 13th and 14th in France, Italy, 
and Portugal. The Leonides, or meteors radiating 
from the constellation Leo, seem to appear some- 
What later each year, and to have decreased suc- 
cessively in abundance since the brilliant display 





of 1866. In that year the maximum occurred 
about two o’clock on the morning of November 
14th ; last year on the night of the 14th; and 
this year the Leonides appeared about four 
o’clock on the morning of the 15th. Meteors, 
however, from two other radiants, in the constel- 
lations Taurus and Auriga, have appeared about 
the same time ; and these seem to show themselves 
continuously somewhat earlier, so that, whereas they 
were seen a few years ago nearly simultaneously 
with the Leonides, they now precede them by a 
day or two, being seen on the nights of November 
12th and 13th. 

The display of meteors last year, on the 27th of 
November, which was supposed to have some con- 
nexion with the lost comet of Biela, does not seem 
to have been repeated this year. The weather, 
however, is said to have been generally bad at 
the places at which they were looked for. 

M. Stéphan, of Marseilles, who re-detected 
Faye’s periodical comet on the 3rd of September, 
appears to have been the only astronomer who has 
observed it at all at this appearance, so far as is at 
present known. He saw it last on the night of, 
November 30th, and it is scarcely likely to be seen 
any more during this return to the neighbourhood 
of the sun. He remarks that it has been through- 
out very small, faint, and difficult to observe. 

At the meeting of the Royal Astronomical 
Society, held on the 12th inst., Prof. Pritchard 
gave an oral description of the Observatory which 
it is proposed to establish at Oxford under the 
immediate auspices of that University, and to be 
presided over by himself, the Savilian Professor of 
Astronomy, and his successors, He explained that 
its object was primarily the cultivation of the 
comparatively new science of Astronomical Physics, 
and that therefore it would not at all trench upon 
the ground now occupied by the Radcliffe Obzer- 
vatory, which has acquired for itself, under the 
successive direction of Mr. Johnson and Mr. Main, 
so high a reputation amongst the observatories of 
the world, but which has no immediate connexion 
with the famous University near which it is situated. 
Most opportunely for the new scheme Dr. De La 
Rue has presented the University with the mag- 
nificent instruments which, in his own hands at 
Cranford, have contributed so much to the pro- 
gress of those branches of astronomical science 
which are to be the special province of the new 
Observatory at Oxford; and the authorities of 
the University having liberally granted the funds 
necessary to utilize this splendid gift, a building 
for their reception and application will shortly be 
erected in the new Park, and work with them 
commenced as soon as possible.

Astatic.—Dec. 15.—Sir H. Bartle E. Frere, 
President, in the chair.—The following gentlemen 
were elected Members: Prof. R. K. Douglas, 
Rev. J. T. Collett, Rev. Dr. G. U. Pope, Phya 
Rajanattayanuhar, Rev. M. Phillips, and Mr. L. 
Acquarone.—Mr. 8. L. Poole read a paper ‘On 
an Historical Problem connected with some Coins 
strack in Rgypt in the Decadence of the Fatimee 
Khaleefehs. The difficulty consisted in the occur- 
rence on three coins of the name of a certain 
Iman El-Muntadhir-bi-amri-Elah Abu-l-Kdsim 
Mohammad, who assuredly did not belong to the 
Fatimee dynasty. The solution of the problem 
was found by M. Sauvaire, of Alexandria (inde- 
pendently of the researches of the Baron 8. de 
Sacy, who had come to the same conclusion as 
M. Sauvaire forty years ago), in the fact, supported 
by incontrovertible historical evidence, that Aboo- 





Alee Ahmad, the weezer of the Fatimee Khaleefeh 
El-Hafidh, after liaving put his sovereign into 
prison, omitted his name from the prayer and 
coinage, and, being an Imdmee, substituted that 
of El-Muntadhir, the last of the twelve Imdms, 
who was expected by his followers to re-appear, 
near the end of time, miraculously from the grotto, 
where he had vanished when a child, and to estab- 
lish the religion of El-Islim above all other creeds, 
and who was hence called “the expected.”—A 
paper, by Mr. T. W. Rhys Davids, accompanying 
copies and translations of three inscriptions, in 
the ancient Sinhalese, from Pulastipura, in Ceylon, 
was also read. Pulastipura, situated rather more 
than fifty miles south-east of Anurddhapura, was 
the capital of Ceylon from a.p. 769 to. 1314, and, 
when at the height of its prosperity during the 
long and glorious reign of Parikrama the Great, 
must have been a city of great size and import- 
ance. As the Aryan population of Ceylon, whose 
ancestors had probably come direct from North 
India, felt themselves more and more pushed back 
by the Dravidians of South India, who very early 
established for themselves a footing in the extreme 
North of Ceylon, the Sinhalese kings, at first at 
intervals for a time only, and then permanently, 
removed the seat of Government to Pulastipur ; 
Mihinda (Mahendra the Fourth, ap. 1023-71) 
being the last king who reigned at Anurddhapura. 
The first of the three inscriptions is a kind of 
proclamation, addressed to the people, urging them 
to choose a Kshatriya for their king, and not a 
man belonging to other castes. It seems to have 
been issued towards the end of Parikrama’s reign, 
when he had no longer any hope of a son of his 
own tosucceed him; and when it is recollected 
that in Ceylon there were no families of any caste 
higher than the Wellalas, or cultivators, it will 
appear that Parikrama is in fact exhorting the 
people to choose for their king and invite over 
one of his own relatives from Kalinga. 





Maruematicat.— Dec. 11.—Prof. Cayley, V.P.

AntTuropoLoeicat InstituTE.— Dec. 9.—F. G. H 
Price, Esq., in the chair.—Sejior M. G. de la Rosa 
and Mr. T. G. B. Lloyd were elected Members,— 
Mr. E. C. Reed was elected a Local Secretary for 
Santiago de Chile—Mr. J. P. Harrison gave a 
detailed description of two incised tablets, from 
Easter Island, in the South Pacific, discovered by 
the French missionaries in one of the stone houses 
supposed to have been formerly occupied by the 
chiefs. The signs appeared to be principally icono- 
graphic, and to represent forms of life and incidents 
connected with islands several thousand miles to 
the west.—Prof. T. M‘K. Hughes described the 
results of his exploration of the rock shelter, known 
as Cave Ha, near Giggleswick, Settle, Yorkshire. 
In the upper deposits, flakes and scrapers of chert 
and flint, and other ancient remains in stone and 
iron, were mingled with the most recent works of 
art by the operations of badgers, rabbits, &c. In 
these beds the bones were found by Prof. Busk to 
be all of recent species, still, or till quite lately, 
common in the district. In the older deposits, 
which were composed chiefly of angular fragments 
of limestone, and, therefore, were undisturbed by 
burrowing animals, the remains of bear occurred 
associated with ox, goat or sheep, and dog, but 
as yet no traces of man. A point to which the 
author called special attention was, the explanation 
found here of the occurrence in many ossiferous 
caves of such immense quantities of the bones of 
mice. The floor was in places strewn with broken- 
up pellets of owls, with here and there a few retain- 
ing their form, which, when the hair had decom- 
posed away, would exactly correspond to the layers 
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and little bunches of the bones of mice in the 
underlying beds.—Prof. Hughes then read a joint 
paper by himself and the Rev. D. R. Thomas, ‘On 
the Occurrence of Felstone Implements of the 
Le Moustier Type in Pontnewydd Cave, near St. 
Asaph, North Wales. —The President, Prof. Busk, 
made a communication, ‘Ona Human Fibula of un- 
usual formation, discovered in Victoria Cave, Settle. 
The fragment lay at a considerable depth in the 
cave, and beneath a thick layer of boulder clay, 
and was associated with bones of the two large 
species of cave bear, hyena, Rhinoceros tichorhinus, 
bison, and cervus. From its position, accompani- 
ments, and other considerations, the deposit in 
which the specimen was found had been regarded 
as of pre-glacial age.

Science Gossip. 


Pror. GaLLoway has been appointed Dean of 
the Royal College of Science in Ireland for the 
year, and the Lords of the Committee of Council 
on Education have decided to amalgamate the 
Professorships of General and Applied Chemistry 
in the College, and conferred the joint professor- 
ship upon Mr. Galloway. 


Ir is now announced that the directorship of 
the new Florence Observatory (which we men- 
tioned last week had been declined by Father 
Secchi) has been definitely accepted by Signor 
Schiaparelli, who has for some time past been 
in charge of that at Milan. The name of this 
astronomer, who obtained the gold medal of the 
Royal Astronomical Society of London last year 
(February, 1872) in recognition of his discoveries, 
is now well known in this country. In 1861 he 
discovered the small planet Hesperia, and three 
years afterwards was the author of a valuable 
mathematical paper on Physical Astronomy. But 
what he has made himself especially famous for is 
his remarkable discovery of the close connexion 
between comets and meteoric showers. In the case 
of the November meteors, in particular, (or Leo- 
nides, as they have been called, from the position of 
their radiant point in the heavens), he was able to 
show an identity of orbit with the first comet of 
1866. We can only express a confident hope that 
a career so well begun at Milan will be success- 
fully continued in the larger and better appointed 
observatory now placed under Signor Schiaparelli’s 
charge at Florence. 

A votumE of ‘Lectures on Sanitary Subjects, 
by Dr. Hatton; ‘The Philosophy of Voice,’ by 
Mr. Charles Lunn ; ‘The Specific Action of Drugs 
in Health and Disease,’ by Prof. Mavor and Dr. 
Burnett, and ‘A Manual of Laryngoscopy and 
Rhinoscopy,’ by Dr. Prosser James, of the London 
Hospital, are among the publications promised by 
Messrs. Baillitre, Tindall & Cox. 

Tue Emperor of Austria has conferred on the 
firm of Johnson, Matthey & Co., the Imperial 
Order of Francis Joseph, for their valuable con- 
tributions to the cause of metallurgical science. 

THE Pardee School of Mines, the gift of Mr. 
Ario Pardee to the Scientific Department of 
Lafayette College, was definitely opened on Tues- 
day, October 21. The structure cost over two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 


Wir the diamond borer we are now toler- 
ably familiar. The American Manufacturer and 
Builder brings us acquainted with a diamond-saw 
in operation at the Exhibition of the American 
Institute. The machine is the ordinary recipro- 
cating saw machine ; but diamonds form the cutting 
tools, in combination with the steel blade as a 
guide. The diamonds are set in “cutter blocks” 
at intervals upon the blade, and work horizontally 
as a true saw in the stone set beneath. While an 
ordinary saw cuts on an average fifteen inches of 
brown stone in a day, the diamond-saw will do as 
much in half an hour.

A History of the Three Cathedrals dedicated to St. 
Paul in London. By W. Longman. Illustrated. 
(Longmans & Co.) 

Tuis is a concise history of the three cathedrals, and 

it might have been said to be a complete compilation 

of all that is known on the subject, if the author, to 
his literary and antiquarian researches, had added 
fuller particulars of the second, infinitely the most 
interesting of the three. Of the first cathedral 
nothing whatever is known beyond the fact that it 
was built on the site of a pagan temple, and just 
before the beginning of the seventh century, by 

Melitus, companion of Augustine, and Bishop of 

London. It does not, however, at all follow that 

this was the first Christian church to occupy the 

site. The cathedral of Melitus stood nearly five 
hundred years, till 1087 or 1088, when it was burnt. 

Fire has been unusually destructive at the top of 

Ludgate Hill, for not only have two cathedrals been 

consumed on that spot, but three other catastrophes, 

nearly equal in magnitude to the others and of the 
same nature, have happened there. It was long ago 
said, and with apparent truth, that cathedrals were 
made to be burnt, and that plumbers are the proper 
agents for the purpose. Lightning has, however, 
been a terrible enemy to the successive cathe- 
drals of the metropolis. We do not know what 
was meant by “destruction” when that term 
was applied to the burning of the so-called first 
cathedral. A Romanesque cathedral is a difficult 
thing to burn, and nothing is more common than 

a chronicler’s assertion that a church was totally 

destroyed, which is, nevertheless, existing in the 

present day. With regard to the so-called destruc- 
tion by fire of the Gothic cathedral, that enormous 





and magnificent structure, one of the glories of 
Western Europe, and a church with a history anq 
treasures of art such as few could pretend to rival 
and fewer still surpass, this much is certain tha 
there was no real need for its destruction. Wren 
hated Gothic architecture as heartily as his igno- 
rance of its true nature permitted him,-but there 
was no architect then living capable of better ar 
than his ; and there was no one at hand to repair 
the great Gothic church, as it had been more thay 
once repaired before. The king was so careless 
about the work that he allowed Wren to depart in 
the most flagrant and audacious manner from the 
proposals which his majesty had sanctioned. His 
first plan was a noble work, with crude elements 
which are strikingly like those of a Byzantine 
church. Wren was pressed on one side by the 
Duke of York, who wanted to have such a structure 
as could readily be converted to Roman Catholic 
uses; on the other hand, he was influenced by 
the need of consulting the deep popular longing then 
existing for an outline on Gothic principles, such as 
should in some measure recall the glories of the 
older and much larger pile, which he destroyed 
with battering rams and gunpowder. The result 
was a compromise, which was not entirely fortunate, 
for grand, or rather, pompous, as the existing 
structure is in its general outline, it owes no; 
a little of that merit to those principles of Gothic 
composition, which the architect scolded over even 
while he practised them. Wren, nevertheless, 
devised something which would have been truer 
to architectural principles than the existing 
structure, which is open to so many damaging 
criticisms, and is so frequently a test for the 
knowledge of its most uncompromising admirers, 
who rarely fail to go into raptures with regard to 
its shams and tricks of construction, and are blind 
to the true nobility of design which underlies 
those defects and gives life to the whole. Mr. 
Longman has gone carefully over the ground of 
his subject, and, though not pretending to write as 
an architect, has not omitted to repeat Mr. Ferry’s 
highly acute and interesting remarks on the 
obvious inaccuracy and frequent self-contradic- 
tions of Hollar’s plates in Dugdale, beautiful and 
elaborate as they are. (See p. 139.) We donot 
observe that our author has added anything to our 
knowledge of the history of the architecture of the 
successive buildings of which he treats, but he has 
got together nearly all the commonly known facts 
of the same, and added some which recent 
archeological publications have furnished. On 
the other hand, he takes a good common-sense view 
of his subject, and by no means bows to prejudice, 
as when, p. 22, he points out the evident absurdity 
of Wren’s condemnation of the “Gothick” mode 
of construction, as evidenced in St. Paul’s, the cal 
cined relics of which he had nevertheless to batter 
down and blow up after they had stood four hun 
dred years. Considering the facts of the case, there 
is something incredibly audacious in the assertion 
of Wren that “the work was ill-design’d and ill 
built from the Beginning.” Inigo Jones’s intrusions 
in St. Paul’s were “in absolute ruin” in eighteen 
years, so villainously were they built. We join 
with him in deploring the lamentable blundering 
which led to the introduction of Munich glass 
transparencies to the windows. This mistake is 
due, it seems, see p. 158, to Mr. Penrose, who thus 
appears to be responsible for the use of trash which 
must, sooner or later, be removed. To the general 
reader this will prove a valuable book ; and the 
student will frequently find it to be serviceable. 
The illustrations are first-rate. 

A Record of My Artistie Life. .By J. B. Waring. 
Illustrated. (Triibner.)—Mr. Waring’s book is al 
amusing, and, in some respects, an instructive one. 
It is rather his side-glances at other men and many 
famous things, than the direct information which 
he affords about himself, that interest us. He was 
born with a passion for art,and indulged it wheneve 
he could, and was overjoyed when his grandfather, 
seeing promise in the boy, apprenticed him t 
Mr. Kendall, an architect of note in London, ® 
whose office our author had for fellow-pupils the 
able author of ‘Ancient Timber Editices,’ and 
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Mr. J. T. Wood, the successful explorer of the 
Temple of Diana at Ephesus. His studies seem 
to have been of a somewhat scrambling descrip- 
tion, zealously peers and intelligently put to 
practice, but with very little direct results. Never- 
theless Mr. Waring has done a good deal of 
acceptable and useful work, and, if his own ac- 
count be correct, in spite of not a few difficulties 
andunder much discouragement. Thus, he prepared 
and published a book on Spanish and Italian 
architecture, which occupied eighteen months of 
travel, with a coadjutor, and, on returning to Eng- 
Jand, “we were very glad indeed to find a publisher 
in Mr. M‘Lean, of the Haymarket ; the only money 
we received for the book being such moderate pay- 
ment as we received for lithographing the sixty- 
four folio plates ourselves.” Mr. Waring made 
many tours on the Continent, in France, Spain, 
Belgium, Germany, Italy, Switzerland, &c., and 
not a little of the interest of this book is due to 
his crisp, curt notes, on the buildings and other 
works of art he saw during these journeys. 
Mr. Waring is a man of decided opinions and 
considerable energy, for he has not only managed 
all sorts of business more or less closely connected 
with architecture and building, to say nothing 
of having not a little to do with monster exhi- 
bitions, from the artistic getting-up of the Crystal 
Palace, the Art-Treasures Exhibition at Manches- 
ter, to the Leeds Exhibition, but he has sketched 
and aided in producing books de luxe; he has 
written criticisms, poems, &c., and made satires 
with his pen and pencil. To the books in which 
ourauthor has been concerned, these columns have 
more than once borne favourable testimony ; his 
labours in connexion with the exhibitions are the 
last we should be ungrateful for ; and as to his 
opinions, there is something racy—recalling the 
sort of “criticisms” in vogue at the time — 
in this summary, which we find in p. 241, of 
what Mr. Waring calls “a charge upon some 
of the Pre-Raphaelite pictures in the Exhibition, 
roughly drawn on stone, with text in verse, called 
‘Poems inspired by certain Pictures,’ &c., written 
without the slightest ill-feeling towards the artists, 
not one of whom did I know personally, but in- 
spired by that mixture of indignation and con- 
tempt which must have filled the mind of any- 
one who was acquainted with the great works of 
the old masters and of the modern, such as Dela- 
croix, Delaroche, Couture, Kaulbach, and men of 
that calibre, and then heard these monstrously- 
affected, petty and often vulgar productions, lauded 
as the only true art of the day.” Mr. Waring was 
undoubtedly more catholic in his views of paint- 
ing than the critics he thus denounces, for do we 
not find him, p. 60, praising “the inexplicable 
deep-souled ‘Mignon’ of Scheffer, and Lauder’s 
‘Glee-Singer’”? This book is an amusing one, 
but its contents are in such a state that the reader 
hardly knows where he is, was, or will be next. 
An index would make the chaos manageable. 





ILLUSTRATED GIFT-BOOKS, 


ARTISTICALLY speaking, The Life and Habits 
of Wild Animals, Illustrated by Designs by 
Joseph Wolf (Macmillan), is by far the best of the 
gift-books of this season, and we hear, with 
regret, that this is to be the artist’s last work. 
The popular criticism of the day is now display- 
ing an amusing enthusiasm for an artist who, 
until quite lately, has hardly been heard of beyond 
artistic circles, and scarcely noticed except by 
experts. We have heard as much talk about Mr. 
Wolf of late as if the newspapers had only recently 
discovered him, which is really the fact. The 
volume before us contains twenty illustrations of 
the lives and habits of gorillas, owls, tigers, croco- 
diles, bears, hawks, boars, pumas, deer, gulls, 
jaguars, elephants, hares, stags, monkeys, ]ammer- 
gelrs, bisons, lions, rabbits, lynxes, together 
with some extremely popular and readable essays 
on the nature and habits of the animals. The 
latter are by Mr. D. G. Elliot, who has not failed 
to spice his narrative with travellers’ tales of a 
‘ensational kind. The letter-press is entirely 
secondary to the illustrations, and we need not to 





deal with both. Among the latter that rather 
unwisely designed to suit the query, ‘Who comes 
here?’ is one of the more telling; it shows the 
advance of a gorilla, suspended from a bough of a 
tree, his huge arms grasping the branch, his 
lower hands swinging in the air, his hideous 
face marked by a desire to learn the character 
of some one who has disturbed his domestic 
felicity in those tropic bowers, where he leads 
the life which has been so often imagined by poets, 
ancient and modern, to be the most happy, if 
not the most exalted. In the distance his “lady” 
departs, growling, and on all fours, the hope of 
the family clinging to her body, squalling while 
she growls. The face of the father is tremendously 
expressive. The most terrific combats employ 
Mr. Wolfs pencil. In ‘The Struggle, a 
crocodile has caught a tiger by the head, as 
the thirsty savage is taking his morning 
draught from the stream; the expression of 
the captured quadruped, his sideway look, the 
torture of his sanguinary eyes, the agony of his 
bristling lips, the fierce though vain resistance of 
each mighty limb, the curving of the enormous 
back, as step by step the crocodile drags him 
deeper into the water, reckless of scratches and 
blows. The tigress looks on in the distance with 
a face of perfect bewilderment and helplessness. 
One does not see what she could do. A pretty 
design is that, called ‘The Island Sanctuary,’ 
wherein a fish-hawk rises from the calm water of 
a lake to fly to his nest on an islet. ‘At Close 
Quarters’ shows a wild boar at bay in a snowy 
forest, and is a marvellous expression of surly 
savagery on the part of the boar. ‘Strategy 
versus Strength’ shows how, by a fortunate hap, 
a doe rid herself of a puma who had jumped on her 
back. Rushing along wildly with her burden, she 
sees a low tree, and dashes at it with all speed ; 
stooping, she passes under, and giving her persecutor 
a frightful knock in the mouth, frees herself of 
him, claws and all. Some of these figures of 
animals are beautifully drawn, as the gulls in 
plate eight. The jaguar takinga siesta on a bough 
over a stream, is wonderfully characteristic ; but 
we deny altogether the truth of Mr. Elliot’s remarks 
about this abominable brute, “Beautiful and 
gentle, indeed, does it look,” &c.; in our eyes, the 
jaguar is one of the ugliest of beasts, which is 
saying a great deal. Intense is the passion in 
‘Hunted Down,’ a deer flying from wolves, 
exhausted and terrified, and plunging among ice. 
There is intense humour in ‘A Happy Family,’ a 
group of lively monkeys squatted on a bough. 

We read twenty pages of Mr. Simcox’s Recol- 
lections of a Rambler, Illustrated (Chapman & 
Hall), and then gave in, utterly defeated by its 
dullness. If our sufferings were great in reading, 
what must have been those of Mr. Simcox in 
writing! The “illustrations” are trumpery wood- 
cuts. 

Scenes of Scottish Story (Edinburgh, Edmon- 
ston & Douglas) contains commonplace woodcuts 
and letter-press—prose and verse. Some of the 
cuts are pretty trifles. 

Goethe’s Hermann and Dorothea, translated by 
the Rev. H. Dale, with Illustrations by W. Kaul- 
bach and L. Hofmann. (Bruckmann.)—This book 
is now an anachronism: although many of the 
photographic illustrations, which we need not 
criticize as novelties, are nice in their old-fashioned, 
pretty, sentimental way,—that way is altogether 
out of date ; a rougher, more strenuous age is apt 
to look on these things without reverence, and if 
we quoted Mr. Dale’s verses, hasty readers would 
declare they were twaddle, if not cant. 

The Boydell Gallery. (Bickers & Son.)—This 
is said to be an age of surprises, but, although 
we have experienced many, nothing has as- 
tonished us so completely as the fact made 
patent by the receipt of a volume weighing a 
good many pounds avoirdupois, that a publisher 
had induced himself te reproduce, however cheaply 
and well, such an utterly superfluous book as 
‘Boydell’s Shakspeare,’ as it is commonly called. 
We call this a superfluous book, because, although 
it was of high importance in its day, that day 





has long gone by, and half the prints in the 
volume—prints from pictures for which energetic 
Alderman Boydell is said to have paid fabulous 
sums of money to the painters—are good for 
nothing now but to be laughed at. It is nos 
right they should be laughed at, for their pro- 
ducers meant well. A selection from the plates to 
this really curious publication, consisting of, say, 
ten of those which have merit, might have 
been acceptable, but then the reproductions should 
have been better than these before us. As a 
whole, nobody wanted the ‘Boydell Gallery’ 
in his house; and, as to those antiquaries 
whose zeal for the past led them to desire it, are 
there not copies of the original in the libraries of 
the British Museum and Royal Academy ? 

Diamonds and Precious Stones: a Popular Ac- 
count of Gems, Illustrated, translated from the 
French of Louis Dieulafait (Blackie & Son), although 
not exactly a gift-book, is apparently specially de- 
signed for boys of unusual intelligence, whose tastes 
may incline to the lapidary’s craft. This book, 
which is neatly produced, contains popular descrip- 
am, anecdotes, and notes in accordance with the 
title. 

Child Life: a Collection of Poems, edited by 
J.G. Whittier (Nisbet & Co.), furnishes a selection 
of poems of moderate length, but of very unequal 
merit. There are too few extracts from good works, 
and too much trash given along with them. The 
illustrations are not of much value. 

Happy Spring-Time in Pictures, by O. Pletsch, 


with Rhymes for Mothers and Children, by Mrs, 
C. Heaton (Macmillan).—The “pictures” of ths 
book are capital. Mrs. Heaton’s verses are occa- 
sionally full of spirit, as in ‘Our Baby-Boy,’ and 
sometimes unmitigated rubbish, as in ‘ Was 


hing 


The Illuminated Scripture Text-Book (Warne & 
Co.) comprises blank spaces for memoranda, little 
compartments with commonplace emblems, and 
verses to texts, suited to imagined occasions on 
each day of the year. 

‘The National Nursery Book, with 120 Illustra- 
tions (Warne & Co.),—a neat little volume,—con- 
tains many old stories, such as ‘ Red Riding Hood,’ 
‘Jack and the Bean-Stalk,’ with tolerable pictures 
in colour. 








THE KUBBET ES SAKHRAH, 


Tne following note has just been received at 
the office of the Palestine Exploration Fund, from 
Mr. C. F. Tyrwhitt Drake :— 

“Having occasion to ride up to Jerusalem the 
other day, I found most interesting repairs goin 
on in and outside of the Kubbet es Sakhrah. A 
the Kyshani (encaustic tiles) have been stripped 
off one of the faces of the outer .wall, and the 
original masonry lies disclosed. The present 
pointed windows, six in number, are built within 
semicircular arches, and above these are thirteen 
arches also semicircular, which originally formed 
an open balustrade. I have taken measurements 
and sketches of the arches, cornices, &c., and will 
send them as soon as I can find time to finish 
drawing them out. 

“As the discovery seems important, I have 
asked Lieut. Conder, who has occasion just now 
to visit Jerusalem, to have a photograph taken 
before the tiles are restored to their former 


places.” 








Fine-Art Gossip. 


Mr. J. Grsson Craic has just completed the 
printing, for private circulation only, of ‘Canon- 
ical Histories and Apocryphal Legends of the New 
Testament,’ represented in drawings, with a Latin 
text, a photo-lith reproduction from a MS. in the 
Ambrosian Library (L. 28. Sup.), and a preface 
and notes by the Rev. A. M. Ceriani, of the 
Ambrosian Library. This book, which is finely 
reproduced, comprises capital fac-similes from 
158 pen-drawings of great deiicacy and beauty, 
and of Tuscan origin, and in a very pure style, 
although they probably are not older than the 
second quarter of the fifteenth century. 
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Tue remainder of the Ellison gift of water- 
colour drawings has been placed in the gallery at 
South Kensington, and comprises many specimens 
of great value and of unusual interest, as continu- 
ing, or rather nearly completing, the historical 
collection of early English pictures in water colour. 
This collection is now in admirable order, and is 
worthy of the most careful study. Among the 
more remarkable new drawings will be found the 
following:—‘Landscape Composition’ (1011), and 
‘Weary T mpers’ (1012), by G. Barret ; ‘Windsor 
Castle from Sandpit Gate’ (1018), by D. Cox; ‘A 
Snow Drift’ (1022), by De Wint ; ‘The Valentine’ 
(1031), and ‘Grapes, Melon, and Plums’ (1032), 
eg Hunt ; ‘ Lincoln Cathedral from the North- 

est’ (1034), by F. Mackenzie; ‘The Cartoon 
Gallery, Knole’ (1037), by J. Nash; ‘Porch of 
Ratisbon Cathedral’ (1040), by S. Prout; ‘Moun- 
tain Landscape’ (1055), and ‘ Pool and Woods at 
Wootton, near Dorking’ (1058), by J. Varley. 

Mk. T. Guiuicx writes to us: —“In your number 
for Nov. 22 last, it is announced that the private 
view of Mr. Holman Hunt’s picture, ‘The Shadow 
of Death’ will take place ‘at the Gallery lately 
occupied by the New British Institution, New (it 
should be Old) Bond Street.’ As the words 
‘lately occupied’ in this announcement may, 
especially as they continue to be copied elsewhere, 
convey a wrong and injurious impression, I beg 
to say, as Secre to the Committee of the New 
British Institution, that their usual exhibitions at 
the Gallery in Old Bond Street are only tempo- 
rarily interrupted, and will be continued on the 
close of the exhibition of Mr. Hunt’s picture.” 

GERMAN papers announce the death, on the 
26th ult., at the age of seventy-three years, of the 
painter and lithographer, Carl Waagen. 

Tue current Sessional Paper of the Institute 
of British Architects contains a very interesting 
paper on a subject which some of our abler archi- 
tects are studying with greater or less profit, and 


which is peculiarly important in metropolitan 


practice. This essay is by M. J. T. Perry, ‘On 
the Medieval Brickwork of Pomerania,’ and com- 
prises views of the Marienkirche, Stralsund, and 
of parts of the church at Nevbrandenburg. 

Tue Builder says that the contractors for the 
new Courts of Justice are to begin the work on 
the 5th of January. 

WE have to record the death of Mr. E. T. Parris, 
the once well-known painter of the Great Pano- 
rama of London. He invented “ Parris’s Marble 
Medium,” and designed a considerable number of 
objects for domestic use, being one of those who, 
for a time, practised in that direction. Mr. Parris 
obtained one of the principal prizes in the Cartoon 
Competition of 1843. It was he who was em- 
ployed to restore Thornhill’s pictures in the dome 
of St. Paul’s. 

WE have received from Mr. T. Whitburn, a 
specimen of his method of expeditiously decorat- 
ing wood by a mechanical process, being neither 
more nor less than printing on soft white pine, 
apparently with common printer’s ink, the wood 
having been prepared beforehand. The process 
is simple enough, and might be used with good 
effect. as a cheap mode of decorating furniture. 
Probably the plates used for stamping book-covers 
would serve indifferently well for this process, 
just as bookbinder’s stamps were used in the 
manufacture of Henri Deux ware.

BACH’S CHRISTMAS ORATORIO, 
F Ir has been customary to call the six parts of 
divine services, composed by J. 8. Bach, in 1734, 
for the first, second, and third days of the festival 





of Christmas, for New Year's Day, the Festival 
of the Circumcision, for the Sunday after New 
Year’s Day, and for the Festival of the Epiphany, 
a Christmas Oratorio; and the justification for 
this single title to a series of distinct compositions, 
which are in the form of cantatas, is to be found 
in the composer's own designation of the whole, 
namely, ‘Oratorium Tempore Nativitatis Christi.’ 
In C. H. Bitter’s ‘ Life of J. Sebastian Bach,’ for an 
abridged translation of which we are indebted to 
J. and E. Kay-Shuttleworth, we find the annexed 
interesting account of the work :— 

“Tn some parts of this music Bach borrowed 
from former compositions of his own, especially 
from a ‘Drama per Musica,’ dedicated to the 
Queen of Poland, and a drama entitled ‘The 
Choice of Hercules,’ composed in 1733 for a Saxon 
Prince. The old hymn-tune, ‘O Haupt voll Blut 
und Wunden,’ composed a.p. 1600 (by Haus Geo. 
Hassler to a secular tune), and used by Bach five 
times to different words in the ‘ Matthaus-Passion,’ 
is again used in this oratorio to the words of Paul 
Gerhard’s Advent hymn, ‘ Wie soll ich dich emp- 
fangen,’ and to the hymn of triumph, ‘ Nun seid ihr 
wohl gerochen,’ at the end of the last part. As this 
tune was familiar to the hearers in connexion with 
a hymn for Passion Week, its adaptation to 
Advent and Christmas hymns seems intended to 
express a presentiment at the time of Christ's 
birth of His future sufferings. The same tune is 
now used in the German Church to a number of 
different hymns, especially to ‘ Herzlich thut mich 
verlangen’ and ‘ Befiehl du deine Wege,’ and is in 
some tune-books called by one or other of these 
names. ‘Befiehl du deine Wege’ is one of the 
hymns to which Bach has set it in the ‘ Matthaus- 
Passion.’ In the first part of the oratorio we find 
two verses of Luther’s Christmas hymn, ‘ Gelobet 
seist du Jesu Christ’; first, the verse beginning 
‘Er ist auf Erden kommen arm,’ to the tune Luther 
composed for it, and the verse ‘Ach mein herz 
liebes Jesulein,’ to the tune (also of Luther’s com- 
position) ‘Von Himmel hoch da komm ich her.’ 
This last-mentioned tune is also used twice in the 
second part, to the words, ‘Schaut hin dort liegt 
im finstern Stalle,’ and ‘ Wir singen dir in deinem 
Heer, arranged differently each time. The 
chorales, ‘Jesus richte mein Beginnen,’ in the fourth 
part, and ‘Dein Glanz all Finsterniss verzehrt,’ in 
the fifth part, are probably Bach’s own compo- 
sitions.” 

For purposes of performance the programme 
includes parts 1, 2, and 3 in “ Part the First,” and 
parts 4, 5, and 6 in “Part the Second.” There is 
no reason, however, why Bach’s separate titles to 
the six parts should not have been preserved, 
although, perhaps, an oratorio with such a number 
of sections might have alarmed amateurs, for there 
are no less than sixty-four numbers in the vocal 
score, published by Novello, Ewer & Co. The 
Evangelist narratives of the events connected with 
the birth of Christ in the first three parts are 
assigned to a tenor and to a bass—the choral 
portions of glorification are sung by the shepherds, 
and we 
Joseph and Mary, the birth in the manger, the 
mother’s thanksgiving, and the jubilant hymns 
at the advent of the Lord. In part 4, the career 
of Christ is followed in the expression of faith 
and hope at the festival on New Year's Day. 
In the fifth part (the Sunday after New Year's 
Day), the composer treats the coming of the 
Wise Men of the East, the trouble of Herod 
at hearing of the birth in Bethlehem, and the 
assurance that the presence of the Lord ought 
to awaken no dread, and should be accepted as 
the heavenly light ; and, finally, in the sixth part 
(the festival of the Epiphany) there occur the 
departure of the wise men by another route, to 
frustrate the treachery of Herod, and the rejoicings 
that there is no power to prevent the triumph of 
Christ. And, historically, the oratorio therefore 
ends with the facts connected with the twelve days 
after the birth. The composer has not essayed to be 
dramatic in his setting of incidents. Heis mainly 
a choral commentator; but there is inevitably 
a lack of variety in these jubilant strains. The

glorification listened to on separate days would 
not be unacceptable, but aaah ene it con. 
tinuously, and six sections are comprised into one 
entirety, the effect, at first devotionally pleasi 
soon becomes monotonous, and, finally, is found to 
be intolerable. Not even Bach’s genius assisted 
cuts can make the six services endurable.. Hence 
it was that when the Bach Society introduced the 
Christmas oratorio in 1861, under Sir W. g§ 
Bennett’s direction, the excisions were plentiful, 
and still more so when Mr. John Hullah conducted 
portions at a concert of the Royal Academy of 
Music students, in 1870. It is asserted that at 
the recent performance at Oxford of the oratorio 
there were fewer numbers left out than at the 
Royal Albert Hall last Monday night, yet the audi- 
tory evidently got heartily tired before the work 
was over. The general execution, it is true, was 
most imperfect—there had evidently been scant 
rehearsals—the band was unsteady and rough ; the 
choralists, except in the psalm tunes, were often 
abroad ; and the rule seemed to be to leave out what 
was not playable. The organ accompaniments, 
although in Dr. Stainer’s hands, lacked light and 
shade. The solo singers were painstaking and con- 
scientious, but even Madame Alvsleben, Madame 
Patey, Mr. Cummings, and Signor Agnesi were 
not thoroughly masters of their music ; they fre- 
quently sang as if feeling their way. It was a serious 
matter to grapple with such a mass of declama- 
tory recitatives, and to impart to the events 
their significancy and importance. There is a 
great air for the contralto, “Sleep, my beloved,” in 
which the fine voice of Madame Patey told. Mr. 
Cummings had an ungrateful task with one air of 
moment, “’Tis thee I would be praising.” Signor 
Agnesi was expressive in the air, “ Lord Almighty! 
Thy all glorious”; but the vocal solos bear no 
proportion to the choral and recitative numbers, 
and relief was wanting. While we specify the draw- 
backs, which cannot be remedied, connected with 
the Christmas oratorio, if it is to be presented as 
a continuous whole, our thanks are not the less due 
to Mr. Barnby for making the experiment. Even 
with a much finer ensemble, and with the aid of 
additional accompaniments from a great master, 
the Christmas oratorio can never be rendered 
equal in interest to the ‘ Messiah’ of Handel, or 
even to the two Passions by Bach, according to 
St. Matthew and St. John ; but there is no reason 
why the oratorio should not be separated, as the 
composer intended ; for instance, the three first 
parts as to the Nativity are perfect in them 
selves, and the three last parts could be given on 
another evening. At all events choral societies, 
cathedrals, and ‘churches will have in this oratorio 
a rich mine in which to seek for isolated pieces ; 
but any attempt at its repetition in its entirety 
seems to be out of all question. Bach has been 
accused of being somewhat more secular in this 
oratorio than was customary with him in his sacred 
music, but there are really no substantial grounds 
for this charge ; on the contrary, had he been more 
picturesque in descriptive writing, the work would 
have gained immensely. In the chorales he is 
Bach to the back-bone, mind and intellect, heart 
and soul; nothing can approach his religious 
fervour, his devotional faith, his grandeur of 
glorification. 





CONCERTS OF THE WEEK. 


Ar the eleventh Crystal Palace Concert (the 
last before Christmas), Dr. Von Biilow performed 
Dr. Liszt’s pianoforte concerto in £ flat. th 
opinion seemed to be general amongst the connow- 
seurs, that this was the most wondrous display 
his intellectual power and executive skill with 
which he has favoured the public during his visit 
to this country. Rarely, indeed, has a more 
marked impression been made on any auditory than 
by this performance, but the conflict of opinion 
as to the merits of the composition is strong. 
Mr. Dannreuther, in an able analysis of the cot 
certo, conveyed in simple, and not in mystifying 
terms, prefixes to his description of the leadt 
points, an explanation of the system whid 
guided Dr. Liszt in his “innovations” and in his 
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“startling transformation”; but the running on 
of the four customary movements of a concerto, 
instead of having breaks therein, needs no 
apology. Such fusion had been effected before, and 
even if it had not, Liszt’s genius would have 
entitled him to create the precedent. But what 
js really required, at all events, in a concerto is 
coherency, «nd this ingredient is not to be found 
in the £ Hat; even Mr. Dannreuther is constrained 
to admit that “rhapsody” would be the most 
appropriate title for it. We do not think that 
Mendelssohn and Weber, who certainly broke 
fresh ground, in any way went beyond the legiti- 
mate and accepted forms, which did not assume 
finality in Beethoven’s fifth concerto. His Ninth 
Symphony, played on Saturday in the same scheme, 
would sufficiently account for Liszt’s vagaries or 
ecoentricities, for in the first movement are the 
ideas which have really given birth to the exten- 
sion of orchestration exhibited in the works of 
modern Germany ; there is the source of the vague- 
ness, of the surprises, of the complexities, and of the 
transitions which Mr. Dannreuther admirably calls 
the “ metamorphoses of themes.” But is there the 

tic unity in this mysterious first movement of 
thechoral symphony, that is found in the subsequent 
scherzo and in the impassioned adagio? 

Whatever may be the result of the introduction 
of Herr Wagner's operas in this country, there is 
one thing certain, that the Society established 
here, bearing his name, has settled the question as 
to the acceptance of his orchestral works in our 
concert répertoires. This is one “accomplished 
fact” beyond controversy. No directors or mana- 
gers of any instrumental association can keep back 
his overtures and his pageant pieces. Public 
opinion has given so unequivocal a verdict, that 
Wagner is enrolled amongst our classics, and such 
preludes as those to the ‘ Tannhauser,’ to ‘ Lohen- 
grin,’ to ‘ Rienzi,’ to the ‘ Flying Dutchman,’ to the 
‘Meistersinger, &c., must be listened to, for the 
voc populi has pronounced. So far, the Wagner 
Society has succeeded in its mission: the operatic 
question has yet to be decided. The programme 
on the 12th included the two overtures, ‘ Rienzi’ 
and ‘Tannhauser’ ; and the vocal pieces were the 
magnificent prayer of the last of the Tribunes, in 
the fifth act; the greeting of Elizabeth, in the 
second act of the ‘Tannhauser’; and a portion of 
the duet between Elsa and Lohengrin, in the 
third act (encored). Mdlle. Nita Gaetano and 
Herr Werrenrath were the solo singers. The 
Wagnerian selection closed with the Kaiser-marsch. 
In this last composition, like Mendelssohn in his Re- 
formation Symphony, Herr Wagner has indulged in 
the objectionable practice of torturing the simple 
yet sublime chorale of Luther, “ Ein’ feste Burg.” 
Meyerbeer, in taking this theme, makes Marcel 
sing the hymn devoutly amidst the choral revels 
of the nobles, but the tune is not turned into 
contrapuntal variations. Mr. Dannreuther ably 
conducted the Wagnerian excerpts, which were 
preceded by a repetition of Dr. Liszt’s symphonic 
poem, ‘ Tasso,’ played at Mr. W. Bache’s concert, 
and by an Imperial March, from the music to 
Shakspeare’s ‘Julius Cesar’ by Dr. Von Biilow, 
who conducted the two pieces, and was recalled at 
the close of his own composition. It is an 
early work, Op. 10, written in 1866, first produced 
the following year in Hanover in connexion 
with the tragedy, and afterwards executed in 
Munich, Prague, &c. The incidental music, which 
was dedicated to the late Emperor of the French, 
Comprises an overture, two entr’actes, battle music, 
song, and melo-drama., The march is more remark- 
able for the originality and power of the orchestral 
treatment than for the special novelty of the 
Prominent theme. The subject which replaces the 
ordinary “trio” of a march is not striking, but 
there is much animation in the closing“ stretto.” 
At the next concert, on the 23rd of January, there 
vill be a chorus of 100 voices with the band of 
80 players, and the selections will be from the 
Flegender Hollinder’ and ‘Die Meistersinger 
Yon Niirnburg.’

Ries, 
Zerbini, and Piatti. 

At the fifth and final concert of the Musical 
Evenings, in St. George’s Hall, on the 17th inst., 
the programme comprised Beethoven’s String 
Quartet in B flat, No.6; Herr Brahms’s String 
Sestet in c, Op. 36; Handel’s Violin Sonata in 
G minor; and pianoforte solos by Schumann and 
Chopin. The executants were Messrs. W. H. 
Bache (piano), H. Holmes, Folkes, Burnett, Hann, 
Ould,.and Pezze; with Miss Purdy, vocalist, and 
Mr. Shedlock, conductor. 

At the third of the Brixton Monthly Popular 
Concerts, on the 16th, two pianoforte and string 
trios were played by Messrs. Ridley Prentice, 
H. Holmes, and Signor Pezze; the first by 
Hummel, in £ flat, Op. 12, and the second by 
Schubert, in B flat, Op. 99. Mr. Walter Mac- 
farren’s Sonata in & minor was performed by Mr.

Musical Gossip. 


Dr. Von BitLow, with the co-operation of M. 
Sainton (violin) and M. Lasserre (violoncello), will 
ive his final recital this afternoon in St. James’s 
all. In the evening Dr. Von Biilow will leave 
London on a visit to the Duke of Saxe-Meiningen, 
but will return here the middle of next month for 
a short stay, prior to his tour in Russia. 


Tut Duke of Edinburgh laid the first stone 
of the National Training School for Music on 
Thursday morning. The proposed edifice will be 
a few yards from the west entrance to the Royal 
Albert Hall. The Members of the Council of the 
Society of Arts and a number of well-known 
musical professors and amateurs were present, as 
were also Mr. Playfair, the Postmaster-General, and 
other scientific notabilities. The proceedings were 
opened by a short address from Major-General F. 

ey-Wilmot, R.A., F.R.S., the Chairman of the 
Council of Arts ; the model and plans of the build- 
ing were shown ; the Royal Duke laid the stone ; 
and the Rev. Canon Brookfield delivered a short 
prayer. Mr. Charles Freake, at whose expense 
the School will be erected, was absent from indis- 
position. 

Tue ‘ Messiah’ will be performed next Wednes- 
day (Christmas Eve), by the Royal Albert Hall 
Choral Society, under the direction of Mr. Barnby, 
with Mesdames Lemmens and Patey, Mr. Sims 
Reeves and Signor Giulio Perkin (the new Ameri- 
can basso), as solo singers. 

Tue first Concert of the Royal Albert Hall 
Amateur Orchestral Society, under the Presidency 
of the Duke of Edinburgh, will be given this 
evening, in aid of the fund for establishing Baths 
and Washhouses in the East End of London. 


As the French Minister of Public Instruction, 
Religion, and the Fine Arts has already asked the 
National Assembly to open credits to the extent 
of 36,3701. to carry on provisionally the Grand 
Opéra, only the sum of 60,000/. has been demanded 
for finishing the new building, so that its com- 
pletion will be deferred for a year. But the fire 
at the theatre im the Rue Lepelletier has influenced 
the Committee so strongly, that the Deputies 
composing it propose the abolition of the two sub- 
ventions to Théatre Lyrique, now long re- 
built, and to the Théatre Italien. The Budget 





Committee, only by a majority of one vote, main- 
tained the Gum ie to the ” Opéra 
Comique, which, after all, is truly the national 
opera-house of the French nation, representing, as 
the works performed there show, a real and 
independent type of the lyric drama. The Com- 
mittee, however, have unanimously rejected the 
eee of the Minister of Fine Arts, to have the 
French Opera carried on by the Government, and 
insist upon having a responsible Director for the 
provisional theatre and for the new undertaking, 
voting not the less the credits required by the 
Minister. 

_THE new tenor, M. Devilliers, who has made 
his début at the Italian Opera-house in Paris as 
Alfredo, in Signor Verdi’s ‘ Traviata, is admitted 
on all hands to have a fine voice, but one which will 
require careful cultivation. As an actor, too, he 
has everything to learn ; but what surprise can be 
felt at his defects? Two years since he was 
working as a cooper at Boulogne-sur-Mer, and was 
picked up by a professor of singing, Signor Rubini, 
who has instructed him in his scales and in the 
Italian language. In 1841 another tonnelier at 
Rouen, M. Poultier, was found and taught. He 
_ at the Grand Opéra in Paris. Only in 
‘ Masaniello,’ in the air of ‘Sleep,’ did he ever pro- 
duce any striking effect. 

‘ ATHALIE’ is to be revived at the Odéon, with 
Mendelssohn’s incidental music, to be executed by 
the band and chorus of the Grand Opéra and of the 
Conservatoire. Mdlle. Cornélie will be Athalie, 
and M. Richard, Joad. 

Tue Wagner National Opera-house at Bayreuth 
has run some risk of not being finished. The 
foundations have given way, owing to springs of 
water having undermined the walls, but the 
King of Bavaria will contribute a large sum for 
the completion of the edifice. 

Sieanor Verpi’s ‘ Aida’ has met with an en- 
thusiastic reception in New York. The characters 
were sustained by Madame Torriani, Miss Cary, 
Signori Campanini and Nannetti, and M. Maurel. 

Tue New York Arcadian of the 27th ult., in 
referring to the financial failure of the two Italian 
Opera enterprises, hopes that the result will 
“teach prime donne to lower their now prepos- 
terous demands for remuneration, and warn 
managers against the impolicy and danger of pay- 
ing individual artists the extravagant sums the 
now give or promise to give them each night.” We 
join in the hope expressed by our American con- 
temporary, and nothing would tend more to bring 
about this reform than if the operatic managers 
of America and Russia ceased to pay exorbitant 
salaries to prime donne, MM. Strakosch and 
Merelli, we learn, have decided to oppose the 
system at the Italian Opera-house in Paris. 

M. Orrensacu’s new three-act opera, ‘La Jolie 
Parfumeuse,’ is likely to have a long run at the 
Renaissance, in Paris. The music gains on rehear- 
ing, and is found to be of a superior order to that 
in his previous works,

.—‘The Hypocrite,’ a Comedy in Three Acts. By 
Bickerstaffe. 
GLope.—‘ Heart’s Delight,’ a Drama in Four Acts, from the 
Story of ‘Dombey and Son,’ by Charles Dickens. Dramatized 
by Andrew Halliday. 


BickERSTAFFE’s comedy of ‘The Hypocrite’ 
is a specimen of a kind of adaptation less 
common at the time of its production than it 
subseqiently became. It consists of a version 
of the ‘ Tartuffe’ of Moliére, out of which all 
that is characteristically French has been ex- 
cised. Three separate hands are responsible 
for the piece as it now reaches us. In 1670, 
two years after ‘Tartuffe’ was presented in 
France, a version by Medbourne,—an actor of 
the Duke of York’s company, who subsequently 
died in Newgate under a charge of complicity 
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in the Titus Oates conspiracy,—was given at 
the Theatre Royal, with the title of ‘ Tartuffe ; 
or, the French Puritan.’ This translation 
Cibber used in his ‘Non-juror.’ He gave a 
political aspect to the intrigue, his Dr. Wolf 
being a disguised priest, who endeavours to 
win a country gentleman to the cause of the 
Stuarts. In 1717, when the ‘Non-juror’ was 
first given, Jacobitism was a serious menace, 
and the play was judged of sufficient impor- 
tance to obtain for its author a grant from the 
king of 2007. To the persecution it brought 
upon him, Cibber attributes also the gift of 
the Laureateship he subsequently received. 
Half a century later, when Bickerstaffe re- 
modelled the ‘ Non-juror,’ and produced it at 
Drury Lane, the Jacobite bugbear was dead. 
For Dr. Wolf accordingly Bickerstaffe sub- 
stituted Dr. Cantwell, who seems intended to 
ridicule the Methodists. He restored from 
Moliére the character of Madame Pernelle 
(Lady Lambert), and added that of Mawworm, 
for the purpose of pressing into the performance 
the services of Weston. With King as Dr. 
Cantwell and Mrs. Abington as Charlotte,—a 

t performed previously, in Cibber’s version, 
by Mrs. Oldfield first, and then by Mrs. Abing- 
ton—‘ The Hypocrite’ obtained a signal success. 
It has since remained on the list of what are 
called acting plays. Cibber himself was the 
original Non-juror. 

The Gaiety management made a serious 
mistake in entrusting the part of Charlotte, 
the Mariane of Moliére, and the Maria of 
Cibber, to Miss Farren. This réle differs 


widely from the original, and may be classed 


among Cibber’s happiest creations. Charlotte, 
or Maria, is a gay, high-spirited, and agreeable 
coquette. Her banter of her sober-minded 
lover, her mutinous airs in the presence of her 
father, and her defiance of Dr. Cantwell, are 
all in a genuine vein of high comedy. Miss 
Farren is deficient neither in mutinerte nor de- 
' livery of repartee. Both, however, are of a 
type wholly unsuited to Charlotte, who be- 
comes in her hands a clever sowbrette instead 
of a lady of breeding. The Dr. Cantwell of 
Mr. Phelps is among the comic performances 
by which probably the actor will be most 
favourably remembered. It is deficient in 
unction,—a quality very desirable in the pre- 
sentation,—but shows admirably the fiercer 
qualities underlying the sanctimonious exterior. 
On the present occasion Mr. Phelps was suffer- 
ing apparently from ill health, and little in his 
performance recalled his previous presentations. 
Mr. Toole, as Mawworm, availed himself of a 
privilege of gagging associated by tradition 
with the part. The sliminess of the character 
was not left out, but familiar mannerisms de- 
tracted from its value. Nothing in the 
remainder of the cast calls for mention, and 
the entire representation may be taken as 
affording one more proof how completely lost 
is the power of acting old comedy. Heaviness 
and stolidity replace airiness and delicacy, and 
the great quality of jinesse, which is the very 
key-note of high comedy, is never exhibited. 
Like most adaptations from the works of 
Charles Dickens, ‘ Heart’s Delight,’ a version 
by Mr. Andrew Halliday of ‘ Dombey and Son,’ 
is less a drama than a series of scenes to 
which the audience supplies the connecting 
links. The characteristics of the more familiar 
personages are exemplified, and so much of 
the story as concerns the loves of Walter and 





Florence, the flight of Mrs. Dombey, and the 
disappearance and return of Sol Gills is 
indicated. Wisely, as we think, the adapter has 
omitted all that concerns Paul Dombey. The 
only instance in which he has departed widely 
from the original is in the death of Carker, 
who, in his fright at finding himself pursued 
by Dombey, takes poison. Some self-denial 
must surely have been exercised by a manage- 
ment which had the chance of presenting a 
man killed by a railway train and neglected 
to take advantage of it. In the case of a 
piece of this kind merits of plot or dialogue 
are subservient to those of the acting. Suc- 
cess depends upon the extent to which the 
actors can repreduce characters of which a 
preconceived notion has been formed by the 
public. In two or three instances this is 
accomplished. The Captain Cuttle of Mr. 
Emery is an absolute realization of the famous 
mariner. Mr. Emery’s make-up was admi- 
rable, and the figure he presented might have 
stept out of the illustrations to ‘ Dombey.’ 
In reading the newspaper which told him of 
the supposed death of Walter, and in relating 
the story which was to prepare the mind of 
Florence for her lover’s return, he displayed 
remarkable pathos. Miss Carlotta Addison 
did full justice to the character of Florence 
Dombey, and Mr. Montague, as Toots, dis- 
played comic powers, the value of which 


he has seldom tested. With this part he | 


doubled that of Walter Gay. Mr. Howard 
looked the character of Sol Gills, and Mr. 
Johnson delivered the oracular utterances of 
Jack Bunsby with appropriate gravity and 
sense of responsibility. The other characters 
were unsatisfactory. Miss Daly was nervous 
and fidgetty as Susan Nipper. Mr. Cowper 
wanted stiffness for Dombey, and Mr. Fer- 
nandez was very ill at ease and inelegant as 
Carker, The piece and the interpretation 
were received with enthusiastic applause. 








THE WESTMINSTER PLAY. 


TERENCE once more supplies the Westminster 
Play, his works having almost banished from the 
scholastic stage those of Plautus. The preference 
accorded the reserved, decorous, and urbane 
Terence over his less scrupulous rival is easily 
understood; and it is principally on account 
of the influence of Plautus upon subsequent 
comedy in Spain, France, Italy, and Rngland, 
that one would choose to see a play like the 
‘Miles Gloriosus’ substituted for the three or 
four works which enjoy a virtual monopoly. The 
‘Phormio’ of Terence illustrates forcibly the 
reticence which is so striking a characteristic 
of his method. If one subject more suited than 
another to lead to a broad style of painting 
could be found, it is the Parasite, the servile, pot- 
bellied attendant upon other men’s feasts, who 
paid for his dinner by becoming a butt for the 
witticisms and insults, and, if need was, the 
blows of his host. In Terence the character is 
almost redeemed. Gnatho, in the ‘ Eunuchus,’ 
himself a Parasite, speaks of the change :— 

At ego infelix neque ridiculus esse, neque plagas pati 

Possum. Quid? Tu his rebus credis fieri? Tota erras via. 

Olim isti fuit generi quondam queestus apud seclum prius. 

Hoe novum est aucupium: Ego adeo hanc primus inveni 

viam.—Eunuchus, act ii. sc. 3. 

Phormio is courageous enough, for the sake of 
obliging the young lovers, to risk the anger of the 
two fathers from whom he had most to expect. 
Such a réle is widely different from that assigned 
the Parasite in Lucian, or from the character he 
ordinarily assumes in the anecdotes preserved 
of him by Athenzus and others. The play is 
curious as having two separate plots linked 
together by the fact that the same Parasite disen- 





tangles the action of each. It shows, moreover 
how closely, in the structure of his plays, Terence 
adheres to his Greek models. The whole action 
rests upon an Athenian law binding the nearey 
relative of an orphan to marry her himself, or to 
furnish her with a portion. Nothing in Rome 
answered to this, and Terence found himself 
accordingly, obliged to state expressly in his 
dialogue the condition of the law upon which the 
action of his play depended. The interpretation of 
the not very strongly accentuated characters of the 
comedy was about up to the average. Mr. Evans 
was weak as (feta, a personage upon whom much of 
the vivacity of the play depends. The not very 
attractive character of Nausistrata was fairl 
given by Mr. Bolton; and Mr. Hill obtained 4 
distinct success as Sophrona, the nurse. Female 
dress seems, on the whole, easier to manage than 
the male costume of classic times. The uncovered 
limbs of our youths are apparently a source of 
considerable embarrassment to them. The Phormio 
of Mr. Brickdale was a creditable performance,

It is founded upon a notion that once caused some 
stir in the scientific world, that of the transfusion 
of blood from one man to another. The nature ofa 
man undergoes, according to the author, a complete 
transformation under such conditions ; the peaceful 
man becomes bellicose, and the Puritan is turned 
to a Don Juan. A certain Doctor Théo has in- 
vented pills which contain the principles of the 
blood, and a mistake in the method of their ad- 
ministration to the hero produces a very inco- 
venient but sufficiently amusing result. ‘ Le Pied 
& Terre, of the same writer, has also obtained a 
success at the Thédtre du Cluny. 

M. ParaveE having been prevented by illness 
from continuing the part of !’Oncle Sam, in M. 
Sardou’s drama, at the Vaudeville, it is now taken 
by M. Delannoy, who gives a representation of the 
part which rivals, if it does not eclipse, the first in 
popularity. 

THE Committee of “ Auteurs et Compositeurs 
Dramatiques,” to which were referred the claims of 
MM. Barbier and Assolant upon M. Sardou for 
having taken much of his plot and dialogue from 
a work of their joint composition, has decided that 
the claim is without foundation, and that M. 
Sardou has taken nothing from them which he 
could not have obtained from other sources. 

Tue death is announced of M. Achille Tran- 
chant, better known as Mirecourt, a retired actor 
of the Odéon, a brother of a former secretary of 
the Théatre Frangais.
